eon disinterested interest England is now 
taking in the Mosquito coast of Nicaragua 
is eo far from being a novelty that it was 
shown as long ago as the 12th of Septem- 
ber, 1860, a date in which it resulted in ,the 
death of that remarkable character, William 
Walker, of Tennessee, sometime dictator 
Nicaragua. 

se ciumare was then so engrossed with 
the coming of civil war that it had hardly 
a thought to spare to Walker when he or- 
ganized his filibustering expedition in 1860, 
expecting to make a descent on Honduras 
and ultimately to win back what he had 
lost in Nicaragua, but England was cease- 
lessly vigilant then as now in watching the 
Nicaraguan route around North America, 
and as a result the greatest of all the 
American fiibusterers was surrendered by 
Captain Salmon, of the British man-of-war 
Icarus, to General Alvarez, of Honduras, 
in the expectation that he would be shot at 
once. “ 

It seems to be well established that this 

was a result of treachery on the part of the 
English captain, but it got out of the way 
of England a man whom it had long regara- 
ed with apprehension—uselessly as it now 
appears, for it was no part of Walker's plan 
to annex his Central American empire to 
the United States, and England might have 
fared better with the southern route in his 
hands, but the captain of the Icarus shared 
the general conviction at the time that he 
was in England's way, and asa result 
Walker was given up to Alvarez te be shot, 
after he had surrendered om the demand 
of an English man-of-war and had thus put 
himself under the protection of the English 
flag. . 
The fact that Walker had only a hundred 
men when he made this descent on Hondu- 
ras makes it seem foolhardy and desperate, 
but to the man who had entered Nicaragua 
in 1855 with only sixty-five men, success 
seemed assured, and there is no great rea~ 
son to doubt that the expedition would have 
been successful but for English interfer- 
ence. 

Walker has been compared to Cortez, and 
the Nicaragua expedtion was certainly the 
most remarkable since the time of Cortez. 

Americans are generally familiar with its 
Most romantic details, but the fact which 
gives it most serious interest is now gen- 
erally lost sight of. Before the building of 
the Pacific railroads the shortest and cheap- 
est route from New York to California waa 
across Nicaragua, and steamship lines rep- 
resented in New York by “Commodore” 
Vanderbilt had secured concessions from 
Nicaragua under which passengers were 
transhipped back and forth across tha\ 
country at a great saving of time and ex- 
pense. 

There is little doubt that this fact had 
much to do with the organization of the 
expedition, as it certainly caused the over- 
throw of Walker’s government when, in 
the plenitude of his power in Nicaragua, he 
defied Vanderbilt and attempted) to force 
him to pay the Nicaraguan government the 
rental and share in the profits of the route 
@greed on when the charter was granted. 


Perhaps no man ever so fully represented 
the spirit of the “forty-niners’ as did 
Walker. The political cries of the time 
when he was growing up were ‘manifest 
deetilly,”” and the ‘feeomyUuerliusg Angle Bax- 
on,” Mexico has been invaded and Cali- 
fornia wrested from Mexico, had been set- 
tled by the most reckless classes of an al- 
Ways restless people. 

After the first wild rush was over, Cali- 
fornia began to take on the air of a civiliz- 
ed community, to the discomfiture of a 
considerable element of its population, who 
had dared the greatest hardship and risk- 
ed death in many forms to get away from 
the tedium and restraints of :n established 
and unyielding order. But having pushed 
westward until stopped by the i’acific, 
where could they go? 

Walker’s answer was, “Follow me!” and 
the invitation was not vainly given where 
there were sO many men who, lihe him, 
had been born too late to be Columbuses, 
Drakes or Walter Raleighs; who hd miss- 
ed the country in which they might have 
followed Cortez to imperishable renown; 
who, when there was nothing else for them 
to do in California as the advance guard 
of civilization, were in increasing danger 
of being lynched as disturbers of trade and 
@ reproach to respectability. 

Walker’s expedition to Sonora was a lu- 
dicrous failure. After proclaiming himself 
president of the republic of Sonora, he was 
glad to escape across the line and surt ender 
to the United States troops with the less 
of one of his boots and all his hopes of em- 
pire. But he recovered his hopes almost 
a@s quickly as he did his feet,

Walker was only thirty-six years old 
when he was shot, in 1860. He was only 
twenty-nine when he proclaimed hiniself 
president of Sonora, and at thirty-two he 
had actually succeeded in subjugating Nica- 
ragua and bringing it under nis dictator- 
Ship. Among those who followed him not 
a few had grown grizzled in a life of ad- 
venture, but many were younger than he 
was himself. Some were anere bwys of 
fifteen and sixteen. After the fame of his 
achievements had filled the country, it was 
not unusual for Schoolboys .o run away 
from as far east as Virginia to join him 
and among those who did so was a nr phew 
of Senator Bayard. The adventurers who 
made up his army represented every na- 
tion and every condition of life. Many of 
them were illiterate and also many well 
educated men who had been overcome by 
the desire for adventure. General Hen- 
ningsen writes that he heard disputes over 
Aeschylus around the campfires of the fili- 
busters at the battle of Santa Rosa leaves 
little more to be said of their character and 
origin, for it Shows that of the 
dead, six were Americans, three 
Irishmen two Prussians, three from 
other partRB of Germany, jone an Ital- 
lan, one a Frenchman, two from Panama 
one from the island of Samoa and another 
from Corfu.

There was an intense rivalry between the

the democratic or revolutionary. By the 
jatter Walker was invited to come to Nica- 
fagua and bring with him “American colo- 
mists to become citizens of Nicaragua, sub- 
Jeqt to military duty.” On entering Nica- 
rabua he thus found friends, and though 
he and his men did nearly all the fighting 
which resulted in the overthrow of the 
servile party,” his condition was widely 
different from what it would have been 
had he been isolated in the midst of an en- 
Zirely hostile country. 

Another fact. which accounts for his suc- 
cess is the peaceable Character of the ma- 
ane of the natives. They cared very 
ittle which set of Spaniards won against 
the other, as they were no better off in 
any event. They spent their time swing- 
ing in hammocks and smoking cigarettes 
Going no more work than the small amount 
necessary to make a living in that favored 
country.

So that Walker’s venture was really not 
more hazardous than that of Cortez, and 
with his minie rifles and Colt’s revolvers he 
had, too, almost as great an advantage of 
weapons as Cortez had over the Aztecs. 


After ‘several skirmishes Walker cap 
tured the city of Grenada in October of 
the same year in which he had landed with 
his little force of red-shirted Californians. 
The ‘degitiniists,’’ through their leader, 
General Ponciano Corral, made overtures 
for peace and a compromise was patched 
up between the two parties by which a 
democrat was made president, with a mixed 
cabinet, and Corral in it as secretary of 
war. Walker retained for himself the po- 
sition of real power—that of commander of 


the army. ” 

Corral was “the ideal of Grenada’’—young, 
handsome, dashing, brave and treacherous. 
He had made peace with Walker merely 
to gain time to conduct negotiations with 
the surrounding states to secure help in 
driving the filibusters out of Central Amer- 
ica. This was certainly a patriotic purpose, 
for to Corral Walker was a foreign —

— 1856 Walker was defeated in a battle 
with Costa Rica, but’ he soon retrieved 
himself by the superiority of his arms. 
By the superior courage of the Ambricans 
and Europeans who followed him, he had 
no great difficulty in repelling the Costa 
Rica attack, and in maintaining his posi- 
tion against the atrempts of the surround- 
ing countries to dislodge him. 

During this period of his career he was 
very popular in the western and southern 
states, and his minister to the United States 
was received by President Pierce. This 
created the impression, both in Europe and 
Central America, that the United States 
would give him a tacit support. This im- 
pression, of immense value to him, was 
dispelled as soon as he attacked Vanderbilt, 
an through Vanderbilt's influence, had 
Secretary of State Marcy turned against 
him, 

The fatal weakness in Walker’s career 
as a conqueror was that he had real law. 
Seeing, as a lawyer, that he had an indis- 
putable case against Vanderbilt and the 
others who controlled the southern transit 
route, he endeavored to force them to 
terms Pv calling on them to comply with 
the requirements of their charter or to 
have it forfeited. When they did not com- 
ply he proceeded in a very lawyerlike way 
to forfeit the charter, forgetting that he 
had put himself outside of the pale of the 
law, and that attacking the interests of the 
stock exchange with his red-shirted army 
of 300 or 400 men was a very different thing 
from joining issues with a mob of peons who 
were anxiously awaiting to be fired on that 
they might have an excuse for running 
away to find a cool place to take their 
siestas. 

As a result of this indiscretion, he had a 
revolt stirred up against him and the sur- 
rounding peoples organized for hig over- 
throw, with Wall street furnishing the.sin- 
ews of war. Defeated, with no hope of 
retrieving himself, he retired from Grenada, 
burned the city, and with sixteen of his 
officers surrendered at San Joan del Sur 
to Commodore Charies H. Davis, of the 
United States navy.

On being brought back to the United 
States he was put tinder bonds to keep the 
peace, but he continued to organize or® 
filibustering expedition after another until] 
the mournful but logical end of his carcer 
by drumhead courtmartial at Trujillo. 

After hig surrender to the captain of the 
English man-or-war Ycarus; he protested 
that it would be murderous bad faith to 
turn him over to the Honduras army. The 
captain of the Icarus replied that if he 
claimed protection as an American citizen 
he might intercede‘in his behalf, but this 
Walker refused to do. He might have re- 
garded intercession as uselesss, at any rate, 
but he had renounced his ‘American citizen- 
ship and had become a naturalized Spanish- 
American, and it is supposed that he wish- 
~ go into history in a consistent atti- 
ude. 

This he did very soon afterwards. Ar- 
raigned on Septeinber lith, he was sen- 
tenced to die the next morning, and when 
the hour came for the execution he walked 
to the place holding”a’ Grucifix in one hand 
and his hat-in the other, listenting devoutly 
to the priest who was consoling him. He 
had become a Roman Catholic some time 
before his death, and it was doubtless due 
to the commands of his spiritual adviser 
that when he stepped upon the box provid- 
ed for the fusilade, he addressed the spec- 
tators in Spanish, qublaring that his expe- 
yyy was wrong, and askifig forgiveness 

“I am a Roman Catholic,” he said. “The 
war I made in accordance with the sug- 
gestion of some of the people of Ruatan 
was unjust. 1 ask pardon of the people. [ 
receive death with resignation. Would that 
it might be for the good of society.” 

He then coolly waited the signal, which 
was given by a Spanish officer. Three 
soldiers who had advanced to within 20 
feet of the box on which Walker stood, fired 
their muskets and though all “hree: balls 
took effect, he was not killed until a fourth 
soldier blew out his brains by putting the 
muzzle of a musket against his temple. It 
was indeed a consistent ending for such a 
career.

Talker was a graduate of the Universit 
of Nashville, and he had traveled in Murone. 
attending lectures at Heidelberg according 
to one authority, and at Edinburgh, accord- 
ing to another. His family intended him 
for a physician, but he gave up medicine 
and went to New Orleans, where he became 
a writer for The Crescent newspaper. In 
1849 he left New Orleans for California, 
aed olf aocamee one of the editors of 

rancisco Hera and a suppo 
of David C. Broderick. ulti 

The most marked incidents of his career 
as a journalist were his imorisonment for 
contempt of court and his duel with Wil- 
liam Hix Graham, who shot him in the 
foot Not long after this Walker gave up 
ournalism and retired to Marysville, where 

e practiced law uptil the fancy to become 
the conqueror of Sonora took possession of 
him, and led up to the more serious work 
of his life in Nicaragua. 

At twenty-eight, when he was ready to 
set out on his career of conquest Walker 
was by no means a commanding figure. He 
was well built, but slight, not more than 
five and a half feet high, and never bulky 
enough to weigh over 130 pounds. His face 
was freckled and be2ardless, so trat he 
looked like a boy. In manners he was self- 
repressed to such an extent that the only 
signs of excitement or anger he ever gave 
were the compression of his upper lip, and 
greater rapidity of speech. His words were 
usually pronounced quietly and slowly, but 
in emergencies “they rose sharp and short,”’ 
and there were those who claimed that on 
such occasions he “had a greenish light in 
his gray eyes,’’ but this is perhaps due to 
a not very artistic attempt at embellishing 
facts sufficiently romantic in themselves. 

The filibustering spirit died with Walker 
because Walker died at the opening of a 
war. as a result of which the sectiona! 
stcuggle for the control of the senate and 
the electoral college was decided in such 
a way that for a very lony period the poli- 
ticians had nothing more to say of the 
manifest destiny of the conquering Anglo- 
Saxon to take possession of every thing from 
the Arctic ocean to the Isthmus of Panama.

Who Write and Gives Interesting 
Gossip About Them, : 


36 Gower Street, Bedford Square, London, 
England, May 2, 18%.—The day we sailed on 
the “Britannic” from New York, April 1ith, 
was one of the most unfavorable for gea- 
fearing that could be imagined. It was 
blowing frightful gales, snowing, sleeting 
and raining all in one. The conductor of 
the “bob-tailed” car noticed the white stars 
pn the red tags on our luggage and asked: 
“Britannic?’ ‘‘Yes,” we answered with 
some misgiving at the tone of his voice. 

“Sorry for you,” he grunted, “I wouldn’t 
gtart out in that gale for anything. 

“You don’t know as much abouta ghip as 
you do about a bob car,’ jested my com- 
panion, Haddon, who was ~oing abroad to 
study sculpture. 

“Been on the sea twenty years,”’ said the 
man as he slid the door aside for us to get 
out, and the gale bore my friend’s reply 
off to sea and filled his mouth with snow. 
It was a gloomy, wet sight to see the long 
black hull of the ship as she lay against the 
wharf, out of the wind. but rocking in the 
slow motion of the sullen sea. Inside both 
galoons were filled with, mackintoshed pdas- 
sengers and their friends, who had come to 
say goodby. All round the.railing of the 
reading room, looking down into the din- 


ing saloon throughan oval-shaped opening, | 


was. strung a disconsolate, resigned-to- 
providence-looking row of men and women 
who were singing Moody and Sanky hymns 
in doleful tones. All of the songs seemed 
to have been selected as being appropriate 
to times of great danger. 

“Who in the thunder are they?” I heard 
a passenger ask of another. 

“Salvationists, I think,” was the reply; 
“perhaps they make a habit of going round 
to sing ships away.” 

“Only on stormy days,”® put in Haddon 
gloomily; ‘“‘somehow I feel as if it were a 
funeral and that I am furnishing the ma- 
terial.’’

I had wiy in3tructicns to 
follow and so I could not argue with him 
and left him alone. ia New Lug.ittid 1 was 
very fond of coasting down ine steepest 
hills I could find, so Il sat my steamer 
chair toward the prow of the ship and 
wrapped myself well up in rugs and tried 
to fancy myself sliding down those watery 
mountain-sides. This worked pretty well 
going down, but just «s often we had to 
coast up hill, and there was sonicthing so 
exceedingly unnatural about that kina of 
tobogganing that I,was overwhe!med with 
disgust every time’I tried to participate 
in it. 

A gentleman who is the son of one of 
Engiand’s greatest artists and who gets 
$25,000 a year from his mother’s estate was 


on the same deck. He is much addicted to 


brandies and sodas and had got very drunk 
to render himself unconscious of approach- 
ing qualms. He had heard Haddon and I 
accusing imagination of giving birth to sea- 
sickness, and he now allowed the heaving 
deck to throw him into our arms, ‘You 
aren’t fool enough to try to keep it off that 
Way, you fellows,” he said. “Oh, my, dear 
boys, you can’t do it, don’t yer know; give 
up and have it over with; nobody’s on deck; 
the women are all below; nobody is look- 
ing.” 

“I cured myself of carsickness by will 
power,’’ I ventured in a jerky way, for it 
seemed to me that every time I spoke I 
released the reins of that part of me which 
seemed especially inclined to nausea. 

“A train of cars doesn’t stand on end,’’ he 
hiccoughed logically as the far-off prow 
dived into a monstrous, on-coming moun- 
tain and the ship veiled herself in a shower 
of fine mist. And as she balanced herself 
on the apex of a towering pyramid and see- 
sawed up and down both Haddon and I

“How did you know that we are 
Americans?" I asked, anxious to secure the 
mans testimony, for I had accused my 
companion of leaving too broad a trail of 
Silver behind him. “Because Americans tip 
so well,” answered the man with his cap 
off. I teased Haddon about this so much 
that he did not tip any more that day. He 
got even with me gloriously, however, at 
the First Avenue hotel. I was paying for 
our breakfast the next morning. The waiter 
brought in a slip of paper with the amount 
charged on it. As everybody knows, in 
New York this means that you settle then 
and there with the waiter, so, as I returned 
the paper I also gave him the price of the 
breakfast and an extra shilling. I wonder- 
ed then what was the matter with the 
mans countenance. To quote Kipling his 
eyes came out of his head and hung down 
on his cheeks in astonishment. He ignored 
Haddon, helped me on with my overcoat 
and bowed and scraped profusely. I did 
not understand it till I was met at the 
door by a uniformed lackey who informed 
me that I had forgotten to settle for our 
meal. “But I paid the waiter,” I said. “Oh, 
no,” was the business-like reply, “the 
waiters have no authority to collect money; 
what is given them is always gratuitous.” 

“Well, let it go as a tip,” I said, quite 
red in the face, for Haddon was smother- 
ing a burst of laughter in a most con- 
Spicuous, and, it seemed to me, very un- 
English manner. Since then I have deemed 
it better taste not to mention Haddon’s 
little slips. He really does make innumer- 
able breaks; he can’t possibly tell a half- 
crown from a two-shilling piece and has 
that sharp, rasping yankee cwang that 
stamps him as an American before he has 
turned a corner, but he only has to s!lude 
to the fact that- I tipped a waiter more 
than I had paid for twe square meals and I 
can forgive him anything. We Gave up 
hotel life after this. We tipped the boy 
who ran the “lift,” tipped the girl who 
made up our beds, tipped the “boots,” tip- 
ped the man who brought up our luggage, 
tipped the “hall porter,” who wears a 
glittering uniform, for giving us the key 
to our room and then found that we had 
been charged extra for “‘services.”” Hoth 
Haddon and I had a longing to zet into a 
private family in order that we imizht see 
something of real English life. There are 
no boarding houses here as we have them in 
America. Haddon, however, ‘knew a fine 
old family who*had never condescended to 
take boarders, but who had once of twice 
allowed ‘‘gentlemen’’ to make their home 
with them and offered no protest against 
the gentlemen settling the wine bill. An ob- 
jection arose just here; the wine bill of an 
ordinary family, including ale and sicut 
for the servants and their concomitant gol- 
diers, or policemen, was mutely reckoned 
as the equivalent of the board and lodging 
for one gentleman, and there were two (so 
called) of us. We drew the attention of our 
hostess to this as delicately as we could 
and finally got a male relative of the fami- 
ly to admit that two wine bills would be 
about so many pounds, shillings and pence, 
and that if we did not want to ve bothered 
with such detaiis the butler would manage 
it for us. So we settled it that way and the 
butler always gets a commission on what- 
ever passes through his hands. The house 
is owned by the duke of B——, and is a very 
antiquated affair. It fronts on A”: square 
and a garden stretches back in the rear to 
the brick mews. It is within a block of 
the British museum and is not far away 
from St. Paul’s and other famous land- 
marks. Haddon has already got a mud 
man in front of one of our windows, which 
he keeps covered with wet cloths 6st night 
and slaps and slashes for exercise berore 
breakfast in the morning. 

Many people in America have heard of 
Douglas Sladen, the English poet, who pub- 
lished the “Younger American Poets” a 
few years ago. He lived in New York for 
six months and made many friends there. 
He is secretary of the A:sthnors’ Club, of 
London, and last night he invited Haddon 
and myself to come round, it being “‘club 
night.’’ We found a motley gathering of 
men, about forty in number, seated round 
a table shaped like a letter T under a T- 
shaped cloud of smoke. The president sat 
at the head of the table and M-. Siaden at 
the foot. The former would rap on the 
table with the handle of his knife and call 
on somebody to speak or recite something 
and somebody would always jump up and 
comply with the reyuest. As thev weuld 
do so Mr. Sladen wou!d very nospitaLly note 
down some bit of information abo't the 
speaker on the back of his wine bill: and 
silently pass it to us. Some of his rotes 
would read like th's: 

“The man on your rignt is the licnmn Mr. 
——, the famous penny ‘vosiage memiles of 
parliament; the one on your Icft is Mr. 
——, the celebrated critic on The Atheneum; 
the man who set fire to alk the matches 
just now is the well-known photographer, 
Mr. ——.”’ I have used dashes because I 
cannot remember the names of these gentle- 
men, but there was one gentleman whose 
name I do remember. I was introduced to 
him in the billiard room after dinner. He 
was Lord Mountmorres, the son of Lord 
Mountmorres, who was murdered in Ireland 
not long ago. He is not past twenty-five 
years of age and has thrown his heart and 
soul into literature. He began to con- 
tribute to English journals when he was 
thirteen years of age, and considering his 
rank, has done some of the most daring, 
unconventional things I ever heard of. He 
told me all about his disguising himself and 
living for two weeks in the slums of Lon- 
don and selling papers to his warmest 
friends on the streets without being recog- 
nized. He lived just as the poor did, 
studied their characters and wrote articles 
about them. Afterward he went to Paris 
and did the same thing, and he says it is his 
dream to study New York life in like 
manner. 

The London season is just opening; the 
country swells are all in town; American 
literary women are holding saloons; Hyde 
park every afternoon is a vast stretch of 
vernal beauty splashed with the red _ uni- 
forms and monkey caps of the Grenadiers, 
the glister of sleek horses and fine equi- 
pages. Haddon has discarded all his Ameri- 
ecan-cut clothes, is sporting a new lot of 
English baggy ones and has covered his 
flaming Baedeker guide book with brown 
paper.

Mr. f. S. Drake Innocent of Charges 
Preferred Against Him—The 
Verdict, Etc. 


Editor Atlanta Constitution—In your is- 
sue of Sunday, December 3, 1893, appeared 
a rather lengthy notice of a bill, which bill 
contained a number of fallacious and dam- 
aging charges, filed against me, as execu- 
tor of the estate of Ellen B. Drake, de- 
ceased, and as guardian of Mattie, Guy and 
Annie Adair, by Mrs. W. A. Dent, of New- 
nan, Mrs: Hood and rs. Culver, as next 
friends to said wards. Now, that this mat- 
ter has had a thorough trial, in the superior 
court, and been disposed of, by a decretal 
verdict in my favor, the terms of which 
show that every reflecting charge 4amade 
against me was groundless and false, I de- 
sire, in view of the great injustice done me, 
to briefiy state, with the publication , of 
said decree, other facts relating to the mat- 
ter, that my exact position from first to 
last may be fully and clearly known. In 
June, 1892, I was appointed executor and 
guardian ‘aforesaid, without bond, after 
the will of said deceased had been duly 
advertised and admitted to probate in both 
common and solemn form and the law, 
governing my appointment, had been fully 
complied with in every particular, at which 
time I entered fully into the discharge of 
the duties of said appointment, which I 
discharged faithfully, conscientiously and 
prudently until the of December, at

That Ellen B. Drake, 
former guardian, ;was inuebted to Guy 
Adair in the sum $537.13, and that the said 
B. S. Drake received nothing from the for- 
mer guardian. 5. That the $500 specially de- 
vised by the will of Elien B. Drake for 
Annie Adair, has not been paid into the 
hands of said B, S. Drake, as guardian for 
Annie Adair and the estate of Ellen B. 
Drake is still indebted to Annie Adair in 
said sum. 6. That the estate of Ellen B. 
Drake is due Rosser & Carter the sum of 
$200 for legal services expended in behalf of 
said estate and, to enforce collection there- 
of, execution may issue in favor of Rosser 
& Carter against the said estate and the 
representatives thereof. 7. That the title 
to the Peachtree street house and lot de- 
scribed in the petition, amended petition 
and answer (in this case) is hereby confirm- 
ed in said B. 8S. Drake; that said house and 
lot is the sole property of B. S. Drake and 
is not the property of the estate of Ellen 
B. Drake, and said B. S. Drake is not Hable 
for any of the property received from her 
during life and not reconveyed. 8, That 
Ellen B. Drake was not a widow when she 


-died and could not appoint a testamentary 


guardian for her minor children; that, oth- 
erwise, the will of Mrs. Ellen B. Drake is 
fully proven valid and binding in every 
particular. 9. That the estate of Ellen B. 
Drake shall pay all the court cost in this 
case expended, and execution may issue in 
favor of the officers of court therefor. 10. 
That said estate is indebted to B. S. Drake 
in no sum except as is provided in the will, 
as one of the legatees of said estate. W. A. 
Speer, foreman,”’ The’ foregoing facts are a 
complete vindication of every charge made 
against me and were substantiated in court 
by the sworn testimonies of a sister and 
niece of plaintiffs and twenty-one others, 
among whom are some of the most promi- 
nent and influential men of Atlanta, while, 
with the exception of plaintiffs and the hus- 
bands’ of the said Mrs. Dent and Mrs. Hood, 
who were directly interested in the making 
of said charges, there were only two other 
affidavits introduced, neither of which con- 
tained a syllable of evidence against me.

These are in themselves the great origi- 
Mails of thought and action—the landmarks 
of world-wide interest—the true wonders 
which the nineteenth century has held to 
view. We will endeavor to draw their bold 
outlines with the pencil of unembellished 
fact. 

The early days of the ceatury were filled 
with one name—Napoleon @onaparte. The 
world was, indeed, a stage upon which 
this ‘“‘man of destiny’’ was playing the 
star part, and a great part it was.. 

In 1800 we find him at Paris, facing his 
martial fame with bulwarks of seif-eon- 
ceived law and self-asserted executive prow- 
ess. He had crossed the. Alps; he had 
garlanded the pyramids with trophies of 
uneclipsed victory, and now he felt burn- 
ing within him the daring desires of the 
son of Philip. Nothing should interfere; 
he would be dictator of the civilized world. 
And let me say, with all the disinterested 
sincerity of an American who has studied 
this unequaled life, ambition in Napoleon 
seemed vested with the attributes of whole- 
souled patriotism rather than personal 
aggrandizement. There be those who write 
and, in writing, vent nothing but slander 
at the great names of earth. To their 
distempered preceptions every man who 
ever led a people from servility to sover- 
eignty was alone influenced by the all-com- 
pelling ‘‘ego.”’ As a matter of fact very few 
of those “whose distant footsteps echo 
down the corridors of time” had thoughts 
for aught but their country. France was 
Napoleon's mistress and ‘if the record of 
his love for her was writ in the blood of 
her enemies so much the nobler was the 
love and so much more illustrious its ex- 
emplification. : ' 

Napoleon, no less than Shakespeare, wag 
a “myriad-minded man.’ With the pen he 
indited thoughts which would grace the 
stage-created intellectuality of a Hamlet; 
with the sword he carved passageways to 
glory which will baffle the comprehension 
of the last mortal on the final day; in 
council, fn field, in boudoir, in study, he 
was the same master—the same great un- 
matched. -He himself said that the siege 
of Toulon was the first achievement which 
gave his mame to history. It cannot be 
denied, however, that the world was not 
fully cognizant of the greatness of the man 
until he spoke those inspiring words in the 
shadow of the pyramids. Then did audacity 
and genius; fused into’an immortal sen- 
tence, write his name on the scroll which 
forgetfulness never Dlots. When he wrote 
to Louis: “To return to France you must 
trample over one hundred thousand dead 
bodies,’’ he sounded the note of the superi- 
ority of emancipated man over hereditary 
oligarchy, and the nation which was de- 
scribed at the time as “a Colossus with 
feet of clay,’’ turned to him as from slavery 
to freedom and bestowed upon him the pres- 
tige of imperialism. 

If you seek for consistency, \t is not to be 
found in the career of Napoleon. Professed- 
ly the opponent. of the monarchical system, 
he accepted the crown; a thorough demo- 
crat by principle, he became, 
in all respects, a King; he cast the pope who 
crowned bim into prison; he shattered Prus-

A NOVEL PROPOSITION 


To Build the Nicaragua Canal with 
Convict Labor. 

Editor Constitution.—There are two great 
problems before the American people today, 
which, while in themselves partaking noth- 
ing of politics, are destined to play an 
important part in the practical politics of 
the near future. 

These two problems are: 

1. How can the Nicaragua canal best 
be bufit so that the United States govern- 
ment can, by peaceful means, dominate 
the isthmus of Nicaragua, and become the 
chief beneficiaries of this magnificent en- 
terprise? 

2. What shall be done to create employ- 
ment for the vast army of unemployed 
throughout the country, and how can this 
condition be ameliorated? 

To both these important questions I think 
I have found a partial solution, which, if 
it should possibly not be made to take 


practical shape, may, nevertheless, claim 
the merit of originality.

It takes the 
parvenuism out of society and makes us 
respect the inward and delicate grace of 
humanity even when it is without the out- 
ward and visible sign of waalth and fash- 
ion. I know that it is a habit of older 
southern cities rather to sneer at the aris- 
tocratic pretensions of so new a city as 
Atlanta, bug it seems to me that she makes 
a pretty fair showing of good blood in the 
lists o€ character representations given 
on this page. The city itself is new, of 
course, and hence there are no quaint old 
family mansions furnished with mahogany 
and fine old damask and boasting haunted 
attics with pNeeless stores of rare laces 
and rich brocad¢s. 

This fact, hoWever, does not permit the 
people who have come here from all parts 
of creation from bringing with them the 
bluest blood in their velms. Many of them, 
too, have brought in their trunks thg fine 
old wardrobes of their progenitresses and in 
these will ladies galore disport themselves 
at the ball on Friday evening. 

The minuet will be quite the largest and 
most brilllant one ever danced 
by fashionable foiks in this city.

Mary Ball was the daughter of Joseph Ball, 
whose father emigrated from England 
about the year 1650, and settled at the 
mouth of the Coratoman river, a _ tribu- 
tary of the Rappahannock. His home, 
Epping Forest, was one of the centers of 
influence in that part of Virginia and was 
inherited by Joseph Ball, and it was there 
that the little Mary was born.

effort well worthy a saint of the middie 
ages.

It was upon a summer afternoon as they 
drifted down the Potomac past Mount Ver- 
non that the mother recalled memories of 
her childhood and deplored the fact that 
Mount Vernon would probably be sold by 
its then owner to speculators.

there she determined to leave no stone un- 
turned to save the greatest home in Amer- 
ica. The story of her tireless efforts in 
this direction cannot be rehearsed here at 
length. It was after the third eloquent ap- 
peal sent by her to the women of America 
that her voice was finally heeded. The 
women, north and south, did take hold of 
the idea and Mount Vernon, dilapidated 
and in many ways devastated, was pur- 
chased for $200,000. Befone anything could 
be done to repair the ravages of time the 
War came on, bringing seven years of pov- 
erty and unrest, but after this 
Miss Cunningham. rallied her forces 
for the furnishing and repairing 
of Mount Vernon. This was ac- 
complished and she then took charge of the 
estate and managed affairs with such 
practical frugality as to make it pay for 
its own support. 

She remained there until shortly before 
her death, when she returned to her fam- 
ily place on Rosemonte plantation. Miss 
Cunningham belonged to one of the proud- 
est families of South Carolina and was 
reared in a home of wealth and culture. 
She was a beautiful woman, with that ra- 
diant , loveliness that shines through the 
face from a great soul. Her hair was au- 
burn, her complexion fair and her eyes 
clear gray, well accentuated by beautiful 
dark brows and lashes.

Mrs. Caroline Scott Harrison, first presi- 
dent general of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution, was born in Ohio, 
and came of fine Scottish ancestry. She 
was devoted to the interests of the society. 
During the early difficulties consequent upon 
the inexperience of the members and the 
perplexities of organization, her advice and 
good judgment and kindly consideration of 
the feelings of others materially aided in 
bringing about a happy solution. 

Mrs. Harrison was very popular and since 
her death the society has had a full length 
portrait of her hung in the white house. 

Mrs. Harrison rarely presided, as during 
her term of office there was a vice presi- 
dent general presiding, which office was 
beautifully filled by Mrs. William D. Cabell, 
of Washington. 

Mrs. Cabell is a very remarkable woman, 
who unites in her own name and her hus- 
band’s nearly one-half the old historic 
families of America. 

To those who have ever come within the 
gracious influence of Mrs. Stevenson’s pres- 
ence, written words are dull and cold. 
Coming from the state famous for blood 
and beauty, she brings not alone the pres- 
tige of high official station, but unites to 
that the most distinguished. colonial and 
revolutionary ancestry, as befitting the 
highest official of a patriotic society. 

On the death of Mrs. Harrison, Mrs. 
Letitia Green Stevenson was unanimously 
elected president of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution, and at their last 
congress was re-elected by acclamation. 
Mrs. Stevenson makes a most graceful and 
elegant presiding officer, supported by the 
parliamentarian of the senate. Her ad- 
dress read at the last — was replete 
with good sense and judgment, and was 
an appeal to the “‘womanly women’’ to re- 
member, however high and mighty we 
might become, that ‘the hand that rocks 
the cradle rules the world.” Mrs. Steven- 
son is not only a representative type of 
the highest achievements in modern Amer- 
ican womanhood, but she is that still holier 
ideal to the American heart—a **house- 


mother.”’

A STANTON EVENING. 
The Feet Discussed by the East End 
Literary Cirele. 

At the last meeting of the East End Lit- 
erary Circle the members discussed the 
poems of Mr. Frank L. Stanton, Major 
Charles W. Hebner read the following es- 
say, which was received with demonstra- 
tions of approval: 

“It is the object of this association of 
sincere lovers of the true, the good and the 
beautiful in literature and -music, to so 
shape the programme of exercises at its 


fortnightly meetings, that they shall give 
special regard to the work of our native 
authors and writers and music composers. 


' This object is certainly very commendable 


and patriotic, and is calculated to stimulate 
the interest which our people should feel 
in the labors of those who have distinguish- 
ed themselves in literature and art, and 
whose talents and genius are the elements 
which successfully promote the intellectual 
progress of our country and contribute to 
its best achievements. 

“Our society devotes itself with specia) 
pride and pleasure to the study of our own 
southern writers, and by so doing desires 
to honor them for what they have done, and 


| are going in the interest of the literature 


of our beloved south. 

“The southern author whom the members 
of this Circle desire to honor in this way 
tonight, is Mr. Frank L. Stanton, of At- 
lanta, a poet whose name is synonymous 
with whatsoever is sweet and lovely and 
tender and true, in the divine art of which 
he is a master, We will listen tonight to 
some of his songs which, wedded to music, 
have sung themselves into the hearts of 
the people; and we shall hear read or 
recited some of his poems, sentimental and 
humorous, which breathe the very essence 
of poetry. Lovers of genuine poetry feel 
that songs and poems such as these, are 
permanent additions to the fine body of 
southern literature which, though as yet 
small in bulk, has by its intrinsic merit, 
attracted the attention of the world. The 
native richness and beauty of its material, 
and the skill and power shown by the men 
and women engaged in fashioning the raw 
material into fabrics of literary art, have 
given us works that sparkle and.glow with 
the light of genius. 

“Aas the poet, and his excellent and be- 
loved wife honor us tonight by their pres- 
ence, it will not be necessary for me to 
describe his person minutely, His beaming 
face and noble head, his dark, thoughtful 
eyes, radiant with the sunshine of a warm 
and genial heart—all thg elements which 
make up the outward man—are before us 
and speak for themselves. As for the inner 
man, the heart and the soul, the diviner 
part of him, let his poems be the best in- 
terpreter, and let his sweet songs sing in 
his praise. 

“A South Carolinian by birth, a Georgian 
by adoption, the south by right claims 
him today as her best and most popular 
singer, and, by general consent, proclaims 
him as one who has no superior in the 
English speaking world as a writer of ten- 
der, true and melodious songs, and as the 
author of short poems whose concentrated 
strength, intense feeling, picturesque phras- 
ing and racy and original spontaneity, have 
given him fame and popularity, richly and 
rightfully merited. 

“Mr. Stanton’s versatility, his perpetual 
and overflowing fountains of sentiment and 
good humor, the never-ceasing flashing of 
his fine wit, are features as characteristic 
of him as is the fertility and exuberance 
of his lyrical genius. He has the true poet's 
touch, which can change a common thing 
into something rare and beautiful; he has 
the poet’s eye, that looks under and beyond 
the things of life and nature, and which are 
not observed by ordinary eyes; he has the 
poet’s ear for the charms of rhyme, the 
music of words, the harmony of sound and 
sense in their most delicate combination. 
It is as natural for Stanton to write good 
poetry as it is for him to breathe, and as 
natural for Stanton to sing as it is for a 
bird. It is this naturalness, this spontaneity, 
this absence of all artificiality and straining 
after effects, which constitute the chief 
charm of his verse, and which has placed 
him, in popular esteem, side by side with 
those other true singers, James Whitcomb 
Riley and Eugene Field, and have made 
them the most thoroughly representative 
triumvirate of living American poets. None 
of these attempt the loftiest flights of the 
muse—the epic, the dramatic, the didadic, 
the metaphysical—they are content to be 
simply minstrels, singers of the joys and the 
sorrows, the pains and the pleasures of 
every-day life; interpreters of the ordinary 
and universally felt feelings of the heart. 
They offer their songs at the shrine sacred 
to the domestic affections; they write for 
the hearts of the common people (who, after 
all, constitute the great majority of the 
world), and who love to listed to these 
Sweet, natural singers, and bid them wel- 
come to their hearts and homes. 

“Mr. Stanton’s place, as one of the best 
song writers in our language, is already 
Sure, and every day his fertile pen and ap- 
parently exhaustless resources, both tn light 
and serious vein, helps to increase and to 
extend hts rapidly growing fame. As his 
first published little volume was, so will his 
second volume, now in press, be not a 
‘classic, in the scholastic sense of that 
word, but a delicious bundle of heart-touch- 
ing passages, fresh, peculiar and ‘Stanton- 
esque.’ AS was once said of another south- 
ern poet who, many years ago, gaye to the 
world some of the most exquisite lyrics ever 
written, so I will say of my friend Stanton, 
that he is the truest and best living inter- 
preter for lovers, and that every man or 
woman

One hundred delegates, representing the 

crubs of the international league, have 
just concluded one of the most remarkable 
circuits of functions ever undertaken by an 
organized body. 
First, there was the start of the New 
York and New England delegations from 
Jersey City; then the reception by the 
mayor of ‘Philadelphia, the reception by the 
governor of Pennsylvania at the old-fash- 
fjoned capitol, the reception by the Press 
Club at Pittsburg, the reception by Govern- 
or McKinley, the enjoyment of the beauti- 
. ful suburbs of Cincinnati, the passage of 
the Cumberland range in Tennessee and as- 
cent of Lookout Mountain, the luncheon on 
Mission Ridge, the sessions of the league 
in Atlanta, with the receptions by the gov- 
ernor of Georgia and the South Carolina 
Club, and by the ladies of the city; the 
banquet at the Kimball house, and the bar- 
becue at Stone Mountain; the run to Flor- 
ida with the inspection of the splendors and 
antiquitities of St. Augustine, and the excur- 
sion to sparkling surf bathing of the south 
Atlantic; charming visits to Savannah, 
Charieston and Rishmond, and a humming 
home run—the whole journey in the midst 
of attentions the most considerate and 
charming, no incident that marred the gen- 
eral pleasure. 

Throughout the consummate management 
of the vast Pennsylvania railroad system 
was the unseen but beneficent hand that 
guided and wafted the league as with a 
mighty magic, and illustrated rapid transit 
over parallels of steel that bind the great 
sections of our common country in material 
unity. 

The league was moved a year ago to call 
the meeting of this year in the attractive 
Southern city of Atlanta, that the organiza- 
tion might be the more commended to the 
working men and women of the southern 
press, and in the larger sense nationalized. 
This purpose was emphasized by the elec- 
tion of Mr. Clark Howell, of The Atlanta 
Constitution, as president, and Mrs. Loulie 
Gordon as one of the vice presidents. 

The duty of responding to the many wel- 
comes of the representatives of the press 
fell to Colonel John A, Cockerill, editor of 
The New York Advertiser, and president of 
the league, and he discharged it through- 
out with great tact and versatility, in treat- 
ing happily the surrounding kaleidoscopic 
circumstances and susceptibilities. His suc- 
cess, which was complete, was due to habit- 
ual courage and unfailing suggestiveness of 
his intelligence. 

The route of the league excursion in the 
south was that of the western armies that 
marched to the sea, only the invasion of 
the southland began at Covington, Ky., 
touched the southernmost point at St. Au- 
gustine, and may be said tofhave ended at 
Wilmington, Del. The firsé battlefields of 
the war of the states ‘w passed by the 
league as in the order of history, the first 
in southern Kentucky, and the !as* in north- 
ern Virginia, and it was difficult to realize 
in the tremendously contested cities of 
Chattanooga, Atlanta, Savannah, Richmond 
and Fredericksburg, not that the war was 
over, but that it ever had been. 

The growth of Atlanta has been surpris- 
ingly rapid and steady. It js the raiiroad 
center of the south. The elevation of the 
city is eleven hundred feet above the sea, 
and the climate an almost perpetual delight. 
The energetic journalism of Atlanta is weil 
known, and it is but the expression of the 
public spirit of the people. The ladies em- 
body the sweetness of’the soil and the radi- 
ance of the air. No less and no more can 
be said. 

The barbecue at Stone mountain was a 
special southern treat. The kids and shoats 
and sheep and calves were cooked over pits 
of hickory coals by a Georgia sheriff who 
is magnificent and weighs three hundred 
pounds. The roasting began at 7 o’clock in 
the morning, aud the meat was delicately 
done at half-past 2. The accompanying gra- 
vies and stews were gorgeous, ana So fiery 
with joys that ten-dollar thirsts wete com- 
mon. The banquet in the city Was most en- 
tertaining, though it lasted until 2 o'clock 
in the morning; but the barbecue was the 
function that made the most indelible and 
illuminated impression. 

The glories of St. Augustine were so 
genial, the scene so tropical in ilowers, and 
the fragrance and coolness of the air so 
grateful, that the league recommends it 
as a summer resort as well as a winter re- 
source. 

Savannah shows evident development as 
a seaport, and her steamship fleet and docks 
were a surprise in extent, while there is 
seen in one pleasing picture the evidence 
of ancient history and modern progress. 

Charleston, after bombardment and con- 
flagration, earthquake and cyclone, still is 
lovely in her old-fashioned beauties, and her 
historic scars are not visible. There is Just 
the same to say of Richmond, with her elit- 
tering monuments and cosy streets, by the 
shining waters of the romantic James.

Halley’s comet is coming back—the comet 
which, in the year 1066, shed a celestial 
splendor over the Norman conquest, and 
whose terror-inspiring visit was commem- 
orated by the hand of Queen Matilda in the 
Bayeux ‘i‘apestry; the comet that, in 1456, 
the year of the battie of Belgrade, scared 
Turk and Christian alike, and was anathe- 
matized by a bull from tne pope; the comet 
whose. strange scimetar form still chilled 
the marrow of the ignorant and superstitious 
at its latest return in 1835. It is yet far 
away, but the eyes of science see it, al- 
ready within the orbit of Neptune, rushing 
sunward and earthward with constantly in- 
creasing velocity as it falls along the steep 
curve of its orbit. And a call to arms, a 
call for preparation, has just been issued 
from.one of the chief watch towers of as- 
tronomy. 

Halley’s comet is not one of the insignifi- 
cant crowd of little comets, so many of 
which are discovered by industrious star- 
gazers every year, and which nobody out- 
side the observatories. ever sees.

so hitherto, a splendid spectacle in the sky. 
Of course, in speaking of ordinary telescop- 
ic comets as insignificant, I refer only to 
their apparent size and brilliancy; in a sci- 
entific sense they frequently posses the 
highest interest and significance. But Hal- 
ley’s comet is one that, when favorably 
situated, commands every eye, and does 
not need to be looked for. During at least 
eighteen centuries it has periodically aston- 
ished the inhabitants of the earth. In 1456 
its tail was 60 degrees long. In 1835 it had a 
tail 20 degrees in length. 

It was after its appearance in the time 
of Newton, in 1682, that the fact came to be 
recognized that this comet is a regular vis- 
itor to the neighborhood of the sun, in other 
words, that it travels in a long elliptical 
orbit. When nearest it is about 56,000,000 
miles from the sun, and far inside the orbit 
of the earth; when most distant, it is about 
3.o1u,vv0,000 miles from the sun and beyond 
the known limits of the planetary system. 

Now that astronomers have undertaken 
tne prediction of the exact period of its 
return it will be interesting to see wno will 
hit nearest to the mark. And those of us 
who actually see the great comet on its re- 
turn will surely find it doubly interesting, 
because it is like a slowly revolving hand 
upon the dial of history. It passed across 
the sky twice twelve years before the birth 
of Christ. It passed again when Nero was 
emperor; again when ‘the first of the An- 
tonines had just begun his pacific rein; 
again when the Goths were preparing to at- 
tack Rome, and yet again in the days of 
Diocletian. The advancing Huns beheld its 
transit in the year 373, and it was blazing in 
the sky when their great King Attila was 
defeated at Chalons. in 461. Belisarius may 
have watched it as it swung across the 
heavens just after he had begun his victo- 
rious career in 600. It passed again while 
Mohammed was still worshiping the idols 
of his fathers in 608. The world saw the 
great index in the firmament again in 684, ip 
760, in 837, in 912, and in 989. It was on the 
ncon mark for William the Conqueror in 
1066. It returned in 1145; in 1223 it was 
thought to have predicted the death of 
Philip Augustus; in 1301 it was watched 
with astonishment from iceland to China; 
in 1378 Chinese and Europeans once more 
recorded its transit in their annals. We 
have seen how Islam and christendom were 
terrified by it in 1456. It was back-again in 
1531 and 1607, and when, in 1682, it shone once 
more in the sky, the man had come who 
a to read its riddle and solve its mys- 

ery. 

Is it possible to look forward to the re- 
turn of a comet having such a history as 
this without feeling that the proper field of 
human interest is not limited by the narrow

The 01d Man Recelyes Some salty Letfers 
from Mechanics at a Distance. 


HE HAS SOME FRIENDS AND SOME FOES. 


Brown and Plunkett Go a Picnicking 
and Have a Fine Time with the 
Young People. 


For The Constitution. 

Our friends may forget and neglect us, 
but our enemies are always on the watch- 
tower for opportunities. 

If a fellow does a good thing or a smart 
thing that is more than apt to be the last 
of it; but just say something that gives 
your enemies a chance to get in a word 
against you, and see if they meglect the op- 
portunity. In all the writing and talking 
of my life, and I am a powerful talker, 
the praise that I have received could be 
put in a chigger’s eye; but last week I 
received enough reminders of my intellect- 
ual feebleness and of my “selfish, contract- 
ed character,” to have made a man with 
any less cheek than myself go off and 
hide. These abuses have come from me- 
chanics and laborers of other towns than 
Atlanta, and yet I received not a kind let- 
ter from one of Atlanta’s workingmen. I 
have been married about sixty years, and 
for every new moon in that period of time 
I have had my memory refreshed and a 
pretty full discourse upon my pedigree dish- 
ed out to me at the breakfast table—I never 
did escape longer than dinner any new 
moon. But these fellows of last week 
brought up things that I was sure not a 
soul knew of but me and Brown.: The old 
‘oman has filed all the letters away, and 
I am living in holy horror of the next 
moon’s coming; it will be new, though; Il 
am glad of that much. 

Now, these writers are mistaken about 
my feelings in the matter of mechanics 
rushing to Atlanta to build the exposition. 
It is not alone the Atlanta mechanic I 
wish to benefit, but I wish to save those at 
a distance by my observations in such mat- 
The Coxey movement is one instance 
in proof of my position. That movement 
would have never grown to a sensation but 
for the great number drawn to the west by 
the boom in work at the world’s fair. When 
the fair was completed thousands were idle 
and huddled together in such small terri- 
tory that the Coxey movement went off like 
a valve to the overtaxed engine. We all 
like to “‘boom’’ our section, our state, our 
county, our town, and there are those 
ready to say that such talk as mine is un- 
patriotic and that every one should be 
drawn here possible. The ‘“‘boom” is all 
very well, but there is a reaction at the 
last end of it that should be avoided. At- 
lanta has done her part to ease over the 
hard times. This is the spirit, I think, which 
made the movement so popular and the rich 
people so generous. Let other towns keep 
their own and i provide work for 
them by some great pub- 
lic movement—Atlanta has set an example 
which should be followed. Of course, At- 
lanta can do bigger things than other 
towns, but every town can do something— 
do vour best, ‘‘here all the hcenor lies’”® and 
mercy as well. it,is unmerciful to invite 
an influx to where it is not needed. I think 
the mechanics of Atlanta might give me a 
“friendly smile and loving face’”’ on this, 
but they won't, so just let the silvery moon 
roll on. 

Brown and I met an old fellow on Deca- 
tur street yesterday and he at once laid 
down his saw and hammer ard begen to 
rasp us. The old fellow thinks that we are 
having too much to do with town people's 
affairs of late—he thinks we are fools, and 
did not hesitate to tell us so. The old fel- 
low warmed up as he pointed out to us 
that the average mechanic made his $2 to 
$2.50 per day, while the average farmer 
could only make 50 cents. The city doctor 
makes you ride to him, while the country 
doctor has to ride to you through rain, 
heat and cold, and after you are 
well you care about as much for one as for 
the other. Your country preachers are 
Starved while our town preachers live on 
princely salaries. ‘‘There, you old cranks,”’ 
said this old man in the wind up, “there 
is ydur country opportunities. Go back 
home now and quit meddling or being anx- 
ious about folks who do so much better 
than your class.’”’ This is the way this old 
mechanic talked to us, and we went home 
and away out ona lonely log we held a 
prolonged consultation and the decision ar- 
rived at was that this old chap is a con- 
tractor who has taken a job so cheap that 
if the mechanic's wages were raised by 
any means it would ruin him. An overplus 
of workmen makes wages low and puts 
idlers upon the corners. To keep the 
numbers down to meet just the demand 
gives prosperous times and smiling faces. 
The cheap contractar is a swindle upon his 
employer, for they are bound to slight 
work; a blight upon his town and a curse 
to his fellow workman, is the way Brown 
argues, and I believe Brown is right in most 
all things. Brown silenced this old fellow 
before we left him by remarking 
that ‘money talks,” and that 
he (Brown) would wager a 
dollar to a ginger cake that he could 
show by unmistakable evidence that the 
countrymen were in a better condition than 
the town folks. Brown invited the old 
fellow to name a day that he would form 
a line of his two-dollar-a-day mechanics 
across the new Forsyth street bridge -to 
face a line of ‘“‘common tenants” that could 
be brought there. Brown hacked the old 
contractor, and when ‘he began to see him 
wilt he laid it on.’ Brown swore that these 
two-dollar-a-day fellows never had a 
month’s provisions ahead in their lives and 
never would, while the poorest tenants 
managed to have a year’s provisions in the 
crib and smokehouse, a good milk cow 
and a pig or two in the pen. Brown in- 
sisted on having these lines formed and an 
inventory taken of what each line possessed 
of this world’s goods, but the old fellow 
gathered his tools and away he went, mut- 
tering something about the pest of cranks. 
The children had a picnic and would have 
me and Brown to go along. We had a 
fine time, but we were not so important 
as we have been in some picnics of the 
past. The reason for this was in the fact 
that a clever yankee from the state of 
New York had anticipated most every want) 
and in good yankee style had everything 
so arranged that our usefulness was 
not apparent because it had no chance to 
display istelf. The picnic was held close 
by the “Dairy home’ of Mr. John Dorn, 
who came here from the state of New York 
i a few years ago and has turned some 
: sage fields into meadows of beauty and 

profit. Mr. Dorn, in regular yankee 
nit oy ao B of the profits he received from 
raising peas on this land when he first 
came. e vowed that peas were the only 
things the land would sprout at first, but 
now fine crops of anything and green —— 
dows can be raised with ease. e has a 
ured on it and vows that Georgians could 
all get rich raising peas and hogs. Cotton 
cuts no figure with this shrewd fellow; he is 
a crank on peas’ in preference. Fifteen 
bushels to the acre is what he claims to 
have produced on his land, by actual meas- 
urement—no guessing—per acre, and only 
plowed them one time after planting. This 
is where he claims the advantage lies in 
raising peas—it takes such little work 
to make them. With an old plantation the 
time saved in making a pea crop and rais- 
ing hogs as compared with the making of 
cotton gives the farmer plenty of chance to 
take his fields one at a time and make 
them as productive as the lands of New York 
state. r. Dorn is familiar with the cul- 
ture of hops, and he is going to exepriment 
on them this year for my benefit. 

But it was the picnic I was telling about. 
There never was a time before that Brown 
did not receive praise for his attention to 
the picnickers’ wants in the matter of 
milk—cool buttermilk just from the spring. 
This time Mr. Dorn took the honors from 
Brown and furnished it on ice from one of 
the cleanest and coolest cellars TIT have 
ever seen. Mrs. Dorn is a smart and sweet 
woman that the shrewd yankee was sharp 
enough to capture since he came to Georgia, 
and while many a Georgia raised boy has 
been roving around out west to pick up a 
fortune, they have built a most com- 
fortable home and have the old farm in such 
a fine state of cultivation that I feel sure 
their troubles in the future will only be 
“little oneg.”’

THE METHODISTS. 


A Great Conference Is Now Being Held 
in Memphis. 


SAM JONES PREACHES T0 FIVE THOUSAND 


He Gets a Laugh on the Preachers Who 
Draw Only Five Hnndred Peoplea Day. . 
Churchmen Enjoying Themselves. 


Memphis, Tenn., May 11.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—The splendid church in which 
the general conference conducts its delib- 
erations is in marked contrast to the house 
in which the tirst Mcthouist society of Mem- 
phis worshiped. That was sixty-eight years 
ago, and the house Was a very unpreten- 
tious structure. It served its purpose well 
for seventeen years, and then a second 
house, large, solid and, for its day, attract- 
ive, was erected. 1t stood for nearly a half 
century, being taken down in the summer 
of 1891. Many able and fuithcul mints'ers 
occupied its pulpit, and a vast number of 
souls were trained within its Courts for this 
world and the world to come. The stately 
edifice in which the sessions of this confer- 
ence are heid was ‘completed and dedicated 
last year. With the possible exception of 
the First church, Birmingham, Ala., it is the 
handsomest church in southern Methodism. 
It is built of gray Arkansas granite, of the 
hardest and most durable quality and has 
rough-face surface. A great clock in the 
tower marks the passinsg of the hours. The 
interior finish is of whiteoak and hardwood. 
The Sunday school department 1s separated 
from the auditorium by sliding doors. A 
gallery runs sentirely round the whole a 
terior. The seating capacity is 2,500. The 
organ is an instrument of great power and 
rare tone, and is located back of the pul- 
pit under the rose window. 

Visitors and delegates find the . church 
most pleasant. The former attend in large 
numbers; the latter occupying their assigned 
places in apparent contentment. 

All exposed carpeting is canvased. The sec- 
retaries occupy the pulpit platform on the 
right of the presiding bishop’s seat, the 
editors and reporters of The Daily Advo- 
cate, the conference organ, have seats on 
the opposite side of the platform from the 
secretaries. Represenatives of the press 
have tables just back of the pulpit platform 
in the first tier of the choir seats. Of these 
important factors in spreading church news 
there are quite a number, which shows there 
is widespread interest in the passing busi- 
ness of the conference. 

A number of brght boys are on duty as 
pages and their assistance facilitates the 
dispatch of buginess,, Indeed, every imag- 
inable comfort seems to have been provided. 
A postoffice is conducted in the Epworth 
hall, in the basement of the church, through 
which members receive their mail. In 
another part of the hall a number of stenog- 
raphers, whose services are kindly tendered 
by the Memphis Commercial college, await 
the pleasure of members, and take from 
dictation. Typewritten copies are delivered 
expeditiously, making the stenographer’s 
assistance very valuable. 

’ Thus far the sessions have been shorter 
than the daily limit, which is from 9 o'clock 
&. m. to 1 o'clock p. m. But committees meet 
at 3 o'clock and 5 o’cloek p. m, every after- 
noon, at which sessions much work for the 
conference is digested. When these mills 
have had time to grind a little and begin to 


deliver the grist back into the main body, 


the heavy work will begin in earnest.. Then 
will come debate on the leading questions 
arising at this session, and some interead 
ing talk will be heard. Here are some of 
the vital matters in sight. Fixing the exact 
location in the southern Methodst sky of 
those ‘wandering stars’—vide Jude v, 18, 


14. 


which gives wandering stars over to the 
blackness of darkness—the evangelists; the 
establishment of an educational bureau; the 
missionary question; and probably an effort 
to pass some extreme legislation on the 
holiness question. 

Conflict in Some Conferences. 

Some of the bishops have assumed au- 
thority, they say, to control the funds of 
the various home mission boards. Such ac- 
tion has produced a conflict in some of the 
conferences, The committee on missions 
will report an inte@pretation of the law in 
such a way as to put the funds of the 
board entirely under their own management; 
which will probably produce considerable 
discussion, involving the dutes of bshops, 
missionary secretaries, presiding elders and 
pastors. Rev. W. W. Wads®orth, of the 
North Georga conference, secretary of the 
committee on missions, will make an effort 
to have engrafted into the laws of the church 
the idea of missionary education. 

Recuring to the matter of evangelists, the 
Associated Press dispatch in your issue of 
Saturday, to-wit: “The trial of Rev. 
Sam P. Jones, the noted evangelist, 
who was suspended by the  Geor- 
gia conference because he refused to 
perform regular pastoral duties, will come 
up next week. Rey. Sam Jones is Were to 
defend himself. He is particularly severe 
on the bishops and lively times are antici- 
pated when the case is _ called,” is 
flagrantly erroneous and should be fully 
corrected. Mr. Jones has never been sus- 
pended.» He» was, at his own request, lo- 
cated, as it is technically called in church 
parlance, for the reason that Bishop Hay- 
good’s construction of the law did not per- 
mit the appointment of any one to do evan- 
gelical work. Mr, Jones will not appear here 
to ‘“‘defend himself,’’ there is no case of the 
sort here. Even Bishop Haygood’s action 
will be considered incidentally only, in so 
far as it enters into the whole question of 
evangelistic work. And, while the general 
conference is a court of appeals from lower 
conferences, it tries nobody but bishops, 
Had Mr. Jones been suspended an appeal 
might have been here for consideration. 

The only fact stated in the item quoted 
is that Mr. Jones has been here. He made a 
meteoric appearance here Saturday. With 
his coworker, Rev. George Stuart, he is 
making prohibition speeches through Ten- 
nesgee, trying to impress upon the people 
the need of sending to the legislature men 
who will favor a local option law. Sam 
preached at the auditorium here Sunday. 
The coincidence of his visit here simulta- 
neously with the openipg of the conference 
has caused more or less speculation as to his 
object. The consensus of opinion is that he 
desires to show the august college of bish- 
ops that Sam Jones is “some pumpkins” 
himself. In his speech Saturday night he 
told the preachers why the whatness was. 
Said h®: ‘‘You fellows preach every Sun- 
day to about five hundred people; I preach 
to five thousand. Why don’t you have big 
crowds? Lcan tell you what's the matter— 
jt’s in your noggin.”’ This sally provoked 
the mirth of the preachers present and con- 
vulsed the audience. 

Increased Activity. 

The reference in the Episcopal address to 
the increased activity of the youth of the 
church will be followed up by an effort to 
pass some legislation in the interest of the 
young people of this great communion. No 
doubt, this legislation will be in Keeping 
with the progressive policy of the church. 
The door will be opened wide for the en- 
trance of our youth into the. spiritual in- 
heritance of the future. Prayers for changes 
will be numerous; the mighty fabric of the 
Methodist polity will be subjected to a 
strain; but no change in the code of the 
church need be apprehended. New paths 
of advance will be opened up in accord- 
ance with the enlightened traditions of 
Methodism—but they will parallel the great 
beaten path which has.so long been followed 
by the church in its march of spiritual and 
militant progress. 

Texas is not a lone star in 
Methodism. The drift of things there is 


| indicated by the presence of Ofty delegates | 
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“live and Let Live!” 
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from that state, now the leading common- 
wealth of Methodism. In another quarter 
of a century the figurés will probably show 
a quarter of a million members in that great 
state. 

On Saturday, when the president of the 
conference called for memorials and resolu- 
tions, one hundred and three of these pa- 
pers went to the secretary’s table, Among 
them was a memorial from: two ladies of 
Trinity church, Atlanta, asking that the 
church law be so chang¢ed that hereafter 
Only pure grape juice be used for sacra- 
mental purposes. 

A most interesting memorial_came from 
the Missouri conference. That the plan of 
conference representation be so changed 
that hereafter one layman from each dis- 
trict conference should have a place in the 
cabinet at the annual conferences. lit is 
presumed that a motion to’ put this into 
operation will be promptiy laid on the ta- 
ble—but why? Should not the pew, as well 
as the pulpit, be heard ir the grand coun- 
cil which sends ministers hither and thith- 
er? Would not men who make it their busi- 
ness to listen have about as good an idea 
of the preaching capacity of the ministers 
in the district as the presiding elders, who 
are accustomed to the awe of listening 
churches to arouse? Experience from the 
layman’s point of view might change the 
tenor of some appointments. Of a truth, 


it is impracticable and unnecessar’ legisla-’ 


tion, Lut we expect to hear from the lay- 
men when the matter comes up for discus- 
sion. 

Sermons by Visitors. 

Sunday was a red letter day to church- 
goers here. Nearly all the Protestant pul- 
pits in the city were filled by clerical mem- 
bers of the conference; and even out-ot- 
town churches on the two sides of the river 
were preached te by visiting preachers, by 
special request. Bishop Keener heid forth 
at the First church, and several of the 
other bishops at various churches, at ll 
a. m. Dr. H. C. Morrison preached at the 
Central Baptist, Dr. G. A. Nunnally's 
church. Dr: W. F. Glenn went over to 
Senatobia, Miss.; Bishop Haygood went to 
St. Louis to fill Dr. J. W. Lee’s pulpit. 

In the afternoon at the First church a 
iove feast, just a regular plain quarterly 
meeting kind of a love feast, without any 
frills or creases on it, was*+conducted by 
Dr. Andrew Hunter, of Arkansas. Dr. 
Hunter is a figure of historic interest, be- 
ing one of the two surviving members on 
the southern side of the conference of 1844, 
when the division of the church occurred. 
For sixty-one years he has been a con- 
verted man; and his beautiful life is read 
of in every line of his benignant face. He 
was once tendered the United Staies sena- 
torship by the legislature of Arkansas, 
but he told them he had a higher commis- 
sion, that he desired to be necthing more 
than a Methodist preacher, and would al- 
ways be ready to accept any appointments 
on the conference. He talked beautifully 
that afternoon. Bishop Fitzgerald and Dr. 
Miller, who seryed ‘together on the Pacific 
coast, melted to tears in each cthers’ arnis: 
A "Texas banker, a layman, was thereupon 
moved to hallelujahs, He told hew when 
he went to whip one of his boys he got down 
and prayed with them, and often the trouble 
passed without the chastisement being 
found necessary. The man was moved to 
the extremity of immense sobs; and, so ve- 
hement did he become, he finally said: 
“Brethren, I will not disturb you; I will 
retire.”’ And, sobbing, he passed into the 
great hall below stairs, where alone he 
eased his heart of its bue@den of feeling. 
At the last of it all, “Uricle Ben,” the oid 
colored sexton, who for forty years has 
held his post, lifted the hymn of “The Old 
Ship of Zion;’’ and the great chcrus of hap- 
py voices which caught it up did not change 
the rhythm and the ring which he gave it; 
and when the melody ceased, the aged dar- 
ky claimed the privilege to speak 


from his place in the gallery: and when 


he sat down again the responsive amens 
and murmured. blessings which rose from 
the lips of bishops and preacters gavé a 


benign emvhasis te the old man’s testimo=| 


ny—there was no color line between the 
feeling of his heart and theirs. 


Points About Members. 


Dr. John’ D. Hammond, who heads the 
delegation from the Missouri conference, 
and who is @ brother to Judge William 
Hammond, of Atianta, is one of the hand- 
somest men to be seen. here, and is one 
of the ablest of the younger D. D’s.

An- 
other North Carolinian of prominence is a 
contemporary of a fine apple of his name 
and country—Yates; Dr. E. A. Yates. 

Dr. John Matthews—the doctors are fear- 
fully and wonderfully numerous, and some-

St. Louis, enjoys the reputation of being 
' the most successful pastor in all the coun- 
try. He never preaches that he does not in- 
vite penitents to the altar and open the 
door of the church, and usually not in vata. 
His mother was a daughter of Erin, and he 
is proud of his descent. As a natural herit- 
age he has the faculty of being intensely 
humorous when he least intends to be. 

Rev. David Ws Carter, clerical delesza_f 
from the Mexican border conference, was 
once a member of the Holston conference, 
ln 1882 he went to the City of Mexico, stud- 
ied the Spanish language for ten montas, 
then went to southern Mexico and regularly 
afterward has preached in that language. 
He was afterwards in charge of the t’uebio 
mission tor tnree years, Hie is now in 
charge of the whole border mission, has 
traveled over the entire republic of Mexico, 
and has baptized over 500 MexiciS.s into 
the church. He now resides at gan An- 
tonio, Tex. 

Tne technical parliamentarian of the body

Professor C. C. Cody, of the southern 
Texas conference, is a native of Covington, 
Ga. He occupies the chair of mathematics 
at Georgetown university, and is among 
the ablest laymen here. 

I sat at-table today with a layman named 
Martin, of the Indian mission conference, 
indian Territory. He-is a Cherokee, almost 
full blood, and is a typical redskin. He 
wears his hair ¢ut short and his clothes 
cut long, as he should, and talks like a 
white gentleman.

THE DRUMMER BOY. 


Sad Story of a Brave Little Lad Who 
Died at Chickamauga. 

It was in the latter part of August, 1863, 
and the great Army of the Cumberland was 
moving through the defiles of the Cumber- 
land mountains, along the Tennessee, in 
pursuit of Bragg’s retreating forces. The 
weather was scorching hot, the mountain 
trails were crushed into streams of dust, 
and the bronzed, blue-clad men suffered at 
times very much from want of water. 

The cavalry brigade went into camp near 
the “Fighting Fifteenth” infantry, and here 
for the first time I saw “‘Neddy” Watts the 
diminutive drummer boy, who had become 
the idol of the bronzea Soldiers. He was a 
bright boy of fourteen, dressed in a rusty 
blue uniform and small for his years, looked 
wholly unfit for the hardships of such a 
campaign. But he was as cheery and bright 
as if he considered this desperate work the 


Fifteenth that Neddy’s mother died when 
he was a little child. His father, the color 
sergeant of the regiment, was killed at Stone 
river eight months before this. How the 
boy chanced to drift down from Cincinnati 
to the army was not clearly explained, but 
certain it is that as soon as he appeared in 
the camp of the “Fighting Fifteenth” and 
announced himself as the son of Sergeant 
Watts, he was at once adopted and made 
the drummer of the color company. 

At daybreak the next morning the In- 


fantry began to ford the river. 
to the waist of the

left, and among them was Neddy 
the drummer boy. 

The cavairy brigade to which I was at- 
tached was dismounted and sent to the 
front to aid the infantry in holding tne hill 
of Chickamauga. As we lay upon the ground 
waiting for the enemy I glanced along the 
line, and near the colors 1 saw the diminu- 
tive form and the rusty drum of the boy 
I had helped across the Tennessee. 

The enemy w@s about 300 yards away, and 
a terrific fire was pouring across this space 
from both sides. The intervening ground 
was covered with the dead and wounded of 
both armies, many of whom were piteously 
avs for water to appease their burning 

rst. 

When a man becomes helpless and suffer- 
ing in battle we forget the color of his 
uniform, and, € whether he be 


dred strong hands were ready to lift him 
into the saddle behind me. 

At this point the Tennessee is fully a half 
a mile wide, so that I had a good chance to 
talk to Neddy as we went over. I found 
him sweet and innocent, as if he had never 
known the want of a generous father’s pro- 
tection or a loving mother’s care. When I 
set him down on the opposite bank he drew 
himself up like a soldier, and, with a mili- 
tary salute, said, “I thank you very much 
for the ride, captain, and I hope to see you 
again.’’ “I hope to meet you, too, Neddy,” 
I replied; “goodby,&nd God bless you,” and 
so we parted. a :

Evrns Has a Walkover—The Platform 
Endorsed. 

Washington, Ga., May 12.—(Special.)—Old 
Lincoln rolls up a handsome majority for 
Evans. The mass meeting today resulted 
Atkinson, 41; Evans, 78. It was a large 
wote considering the fact that this was one 
of the counties of the tenth congressional 
district, the democracy of which suffered 
geverely in the last national campaign from 
the onslaught of Watsonism. There are 
fewer democrats left in this county, per- 
haps, than were spared to any other county 
in the tenth district by the Watsonian cy- 
clone, but they are “true blue. They be- 
lieve that it is with purity and honesty in 
politics that the party will at last cover 
mll adversities, and for reasons such as 
these they have rolled up a majority for 
Evans of abouttwotoone. The county was 
considered doubtful until a few days ago, 
when the Evans men learned that they 
could not afford to sleep on their arms 
and at once went to work. Colonel Atkin- 
Bon spoke in Lincolnton Thursday, but had 
few to hear him and changed not a single 
vote. 

There was an effort made by a few today 
at the mass meeting to pass resolutions 
endorsing the administration, but after con- 
Bultation, it was agreed that such a reso- 
lution would be defeated with a scornful 
and overwhelming vote. So the resolutions 
were submitted by Dr. Patterson, who was 
elected chairman of the meeting, and they 
were unanimously carried: 

‘*Resolved, 1. That we, the members of the 
Gemocratic party of Lincoln county, in mass 
meeting assembled, do renew our allegiance 
to the state and national party, and re- 
affirm the principles and policies as set 
forth in the state and national platforms 
ef 1892. 

“Resolved, 2. That we heartily commend 
the efforts of the secretary of the interior 
in calling a halt to fraudulent pensions, 
which are as demoralizing to the benefi- 
ciaries themselves as they are onerous and 
odious to the already overburdened tax 
payers of the country; of the administra- 
tion in furnishing tariff reform, and we 
call upon the senate to pass the Wilson 
tariff bill, including the provision for an 
income fax. 

“Resolved, 3. That we urge upon our 
representatives in congress the necessity for 
continued efforts in redeeming every pledge 
of reform that was given to the people at 
Chicago, upon the faith of «which the 
cgemocratic party for the first time in more 
than thirty years was entrusted with com- 
plete control of every department of the 
geovernment anc upon the faithful per- 
formuince aad fulfillment of which demo- 
cratic supiemacy and the continuance cf 
the trust depend. 

“Resolved, 4. That we reaffirm the decla- 
ration of the democratic party, state and 
mational, in favor of the repeal of the tax 
upon state bank issues and earnestly re- 
Quest our representatives in congress to 
ccnduct their efiorts to remove from the 
gtatute book this violennt and oppressive 
prohibitory measure. 

“Resolved, 5 That we 
dorse the course in congress of 
our able and patriotic represen- 
tative, the Hon. J. C. C. Black, and re- 
mew our expressions of confidence in him 
ms a wise and respected counsel; or, in the 
deliberations of the party at Washington, 
Bn eloquent and fearless defender of the 
people upon the floor of congress and an 
ever courteous, patient and untiring repre- 
sentative of his constituents, without re- 
gard to party lines, and we hereby pledge 
to him our united and loyal support for 
renomination and re-election. 

“We cordially commend the present effi- 
cient and economical administration of the

Telfair Breaks the Back of Atkinson’s 
Claims in the Wiregrass. 


McRae, Ga., May 12.—(Special.)—Grand old 
Telfair broke the back of the wiregrass to- 
day and broke the hearts of the ‘men who 
control’ in this section, 

General Evans captures the county and 
the result is a distinct and decided victory 
for the grand man of Georgia. 

There has been no political victory like 
this in the history of the county. With 
obstacles that seemed insurmountable cor- 
fronting them, the Evans men presented an 
unbroken front and turned what seemed a 
few days ago to be inevitable defeat into 
giorious victory. 

This county has been put down as “cer- 
tain” in the claims of the Atkinson men 
and, indeed, there have been few people 
here who thought that it would g0 any oth- 
er way. Up to a few days age it was prec-

ment of what must have been temporary 
insanity, the ‘‘men who control” settled 
upon Cobbville, a placg remote from all 
railroads and from the people, as the place 
for the mass meeting. 

That action raised a storm of righteous 
indignation throughout the entire county. 
Men who had been inclined to Atkinson 
changed and all who were on the doubtful 
list joined in the condemnation of that act. 
It reacted with great force upon the men 
who executed it and from one end of the 
county to the other there was a perfect 
storm of indignation. ' 

Still the fight wasn’t whipped. The Atkin- 
son men had been very active. They had 
good workers and had secured practically 
all the available buggies and wagons in the 
county. 

The poltticians were active, but the peo- 
ple were aroused. The good, solid yeoman- 
ry from all parts of the county turned out 
today. No mass meeting like it was ever 
known here. Cobbville was simply over- 
whelmed by the crowds which swarmed in 
from all corners of the county. Lumber 
City and McRae sent over almost every 
available citizen. 

When the test came it developed that 
the ‘men who control’ weren’t in it. The 
test was, of course, on the selection and in- 
struction of delegates and by a vote of 
22 to 212 General Evans carried the day. 

It was a great victory, a great rebuke 
to snap judgment and ring methods, and 
the people of Telfair are rejoicing tonight. 


BARTOW FOR EVANS. 


The Atkinson Men Tried to Dodge but 
Failed, 

Cartersville, Ga., May 12.—(Special.)—The 
campaign of General Evans in Bartow 
county reached a fitting finale today in the 
splendid endorsement he received. In fact 
there were less than twenty-fivé votes for 
the Coweta candidate, 

The meeting, which was composed of 600 


by the chairman of the democratic executive 
committee, Captain J. L. Neel. Hon. A. 
M. Foute was made chairman. 

A resolution offered by an Atkinson man 
to dissolve the meeting and order a primary 
was followed by a substitute instructing 
the delegates to cast the vote of the county 
fér General Evans. This was carried by a 
perfect whirlwind of ayes. There were less 
than twenty noes. The endorsement was 
then made unanimous, a prominent Atkin- 
son man seconding the motion. 

A committee of five were selected to re- 
turn names of delegates and reported 
thirty-six. 

Resolutions complimentary to Hon. Hoke 
Smith as a member of the cabinet and 
expressing gratification at the able man- 
ner in which he had discharged his official 
duties were adopted. 

Resolutions endorsing all efforts of the 
present administration to carry out the 
principles of the democratic party and urg- 
ing congress to be diligent until all pledges 
of the platform were redeemed were adopt- 
ed. Hon. A. W. Fite made a speech in 
which he did not endorse all the acts of 
Cleveland or congress. He also condemned 
the tardiness of congress in passing need- 
ful measures. 

A resolution endorsing all the present 
statehouse cfficers was passed. Colonel 
Nesbitt has been appointed in this county, 
and through their work the county was 
easily carried for him. 


SNAP JUDGMENT IN OCONEE. 


The Democrats of the County Feel

Watkinsville, Ga., May 12.—(Specia> 
The Atkinson men took snap judgment in 
Oconee county today, but it will not go 
down. Under the call the executive com- 
mittee met today to fix the time and 
method of selecting delegates to the guber- 
ndatorial convention. 

When the committee met it decided to 
elect the delegates then and there, without 
giving the people of the county an oppor- 
tunity to speak, 

Oconee is an overwhelmingly Evans 
county and the only chance the Atkinson 
men had was by trickery. So they re- 
sorted to the Coffee county trick, which is 
the same that was attempted in Liberty, 
but failed. : 

The vote was 20 for Atkinson to 13 for 
Evans. 

The democrats of Oconee are outraged, 
and do not propose to let that action stand.

CONTEST IN BALDWIN. 


Sixty-Nine Votes Were Illegally Cast 
for Atkinson on May Ist. 

Milledgeville, Ga., May 12.—(Special.)— 
The contest in Baldwin is fairly made up 
and the notice is in the printer’s hands. 
The Evans . delegation charge that 69 
illegal votes were cast at the primary 
on May 5th for Atkinson, for whom a ma- 
jority of 7 was declared.

Wiregrass Democrats Are in Line 
with the South and Weat. 


Waycross, Ga., May 12.—(Special.)—Judge 
J. L. Sweat, of Brunswick superior court, 
says he thinks that the resolutions recently 
adopted by democratic mass meetings in sev- 
eral of the counties of Judge Turner’s dis- 
trict, endorsing President Cleveland’s ad- 
ministration and his interpretation of the 
Chicago platform are mainly the result 
of a desire on the part of the wiregrass 
democrats to maintain party unity and or- 
ganization by preventing a split, and con- 
sequent disorganization over the policy of 
the administration and a purpose to repel 
the assaults being made by populists and 
others on the party’s president.

Alabama Appears to Have Done Hande 
somely by Him. 


EXACT FIGURES NOT OBTAINABLE. 


Many Counties Fail to Send in Their 
Complete Returns. 


IN BIRMINGHAM CITY, 


The Red-Readed Candidate Has a Good 
Lead—Colonel Oates’s Friends Claim 
Only 175 Votesofa Necessary 253. 


Montgomery, Ala., May 12.—(Special.)—The 
reports from the primaries held in Alabama 
today point strongly to the nomination of 
Joseph F. Johnston, of Jefferson county, as 
the democratic nominee for governor. The 
returns, of course, are imperfect, but from 
very careful estimates made here it appears 
that Johnston’s defeat is almost impossible. 

A conservative estimate on the returns 
tonight by Johnston’s friends here show 
him to have secured 248 votes in the conven- 
tion. It will require only five more to nomi- 
nate him, as the convention's total is 604. 

The following counties are held in doubt 
by the calculators because no reliable news 
has been heard from them here: Bullock, 
9 votes; Clarke, & Colbert, 7; Coosa, 5; 
Cullman, 4; DeKalb, 7; Greene 7; Lamar, 5; 
Limestone, 7; Marion, 4; Morgan, 8; Russell, 
8: Sumter, 10; Walker, 5; Wilcox, 10. Of 
these Johnston is sure to get Colbert, Cull- 
man, DeKalb, Lamar Limestone, Walker 
and Morgan, which will make him an easy 
winner. The only disappointment the John- 
ston men here feel is that Mobile county 
fell out of line. But it is figured that John- 
ston can easily stand the loss of its seventeen 
votes. The unexpected Johnston gains in 
other counties easily offset the Mobile loss. 

The Oates people are almost as sanguine 
as the Johnstonites. It is even probable 
that The Advertiser will come out tomorrow 
with a roaster at the masthead. Captain 
Johnston’s friends are smiling, The Oates 
people are still betting even money. 

Montgomery county went for Oates, but 
by a much smaller majority than the Cates 
men figured on. In a total vote in the aity 
of a little less than 2,000 Oates’s majority 
was about 600. Had the Johnston men gone 
to work ten days earlier Oates’s chances 
would have been in peril. Captain John- 
sten carried several beats in this county. 


MOBILE COUNTY. 


Jebuston Has a Majority in the City 
but Not in the County. 
Mobile, Ala., May 12.—(Special.)—The pri- 
maries for ninety-three delegates 
to the county convention was a 
hot and close contest in this 
county. The city gives Johnston four wards 
with thirty delegates; Oates four wards 

with twenty-seven delegates. 

Of the twenty-five county precincts only 
eleven are heard from, giving Johnston 4 
votes and Oates i4. The remaining pre- 
cincts will probably increase Oates’s ma- 
jority. 

The vote was unusually large, reaching 
nearly the full registration. The result is 
Jargely due to the personal influence of 
Congressman R. H. Clarke, who canvassed 
every ward and ran as delegate from the 
eight, the 14 votes of which decided 
the convention. Returns to come and the 
Official count will not affect the result.

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LIBERALS ARE WEAK. 


Thete Majority is Steadily Crombling 
Away Beneath Their Fingers. 


THE CONSERVATIVES ARE JUBILANT. 


Dissolution of Parliament Is Sure 
to Come Before Long. 


IDA WELLS IS PROPERLY DENOUNCED. 


She Is the Notorious Woman Who Was 
Run Out of Nashville—Engiand is Being 
Badly Imposed Upon. 


London, May 12.—Among the most per- 
sistent supporters of the government the 
question is being seriously debated whether 
immediate dissolution is not the very best 
policy to be pursued in the present circum- 
stances. The sneers of the members of the 
National Liberal Club over the declaration 
of Lord Rosebery in his recent speech that 
be would retain office when he had a ma- 
jority of two in the house of commons do 
not represent the feelings of those gentle- 
men in their sober moments and when free 
from the influence of after-dinner enthusi- 
asm. Even the most inexperi2nced’ lobby 
politicians know that the government cannot 
rely upon passing the spirits orestates ducy 
clauses of the budget, while the liberals, 
who hold the best party traditions in hig 
respect, are fretting under the demoralizing 
gituation of seeing every division taken 
upon en important question place the gov- 
ernment in a position of doubtful tenure. 

The conservatives are gloating over the 
crumbling away of the liberal majority and 
are playing a waiting game in order to hu- 
miliate and discredit their opponents untill 
they deem the time opportune for dealing 
the government its death blow. The radi- 
cal leaders especially demand some more 
definite tactics on the part of the govern- 
ment than the ministers’ present policy of 
drifting with the current, and are deter- 
mined to have some assurances of aggres- 
siveness on the part of the ministry as the 
price of their support. 

Will Hold a Consultation, 

The supporters of the ministry on every 
hand now recognize the fact that it will De 
impossible to pass the evicted tenants bill, 
the Welsh church disestablishment bill amd 
the registration bill within the time permit- 
ted by the present session and under these 
circumstances it is proposed that when 
the house resumes its sittings after the 
Whitsunside recess the supporters of the 
government in the house of commons shall 
meet the ministry in consultation with a 
view of determining the course to be fol- 
lowed in the futtre. The radicals have al- 
ready shown their hand to the extent of 
intimating that when the meeting takes 
place they will propose that those portions 
of the registration bill which have aroused 
the greatest opposition on the part of the 
conservatives be dropped. The conserva- 
tives have already burdened the bill with 
about two hundred amendments and there 
is, therefore, no doubt that the ministers 
will have no difficulty in obtaining the as- 
sent of the meeting to the wholesale appli- 
cation of the closure rule in exycditing its 
passage. It will also be ascertained at the 
meeting whether the disintegration of the 
party has ceased or is still in progress. it 
is now a settled fact that the Parnellites 
are committed to a policy of opposition to 
the government so that they are no longer 
counted, but the attitude of severa,s Welsh 
members is. extremely irresolute and these 
gentlemen must be settled with so that the 
whole reliable body of supporters of the 
government may be so marshalled as to 
enable the ministry to meet the opposition 
in unwavering phalanx. The English liber- 
als are greatly pleased and encouraged by 
the loyalty displayed by the McCarthyite 
section of the Irish party. The desertion of 
the Parnellite faction to the conservatives 
might have inflicted a mortal wound upon 
home rule if the main body of the Irish 
nationalists had failed to support the gov- 
ernment in full strength on the occasion 


budget. Instead of‘turning their backs 
upon the only friends they had in parlia- 
ment, as the Parnellites did, the McCarthy- 
ites cast their votes for the government to 
aman. This fidelity to their political com- 
panions has won for them the warm admi- 
ration of the liberals and their action can- 
not fail to find the recognition in the tu- 
ture it deserves. 
Getting Ready for an Election. 

in view of the probable early dissolution 
of parliament the election agents through- 
out the kingdom have beeu warned by their 
respective chiefs to get everything in readi- 
ness for a new general election. Already 
large party purses have been subscribed, 
and money is flowing rapidly into the treas- 
uries of the various constituencies. The 
fund subscribed by the conservatives is of 
unusual magnitude, indicating their inten- 
tion to “carry the war into Africa’”’ in the 
coming struggle for office. 

The réform union has called a conference 
to meet in London on June 5th, when it is 
announced, action will be taken in regard 
to the many important questions of the day. 
The resolutions to be passed by the confer- 
ence, some of which are already formulated, 
include demands for the abolition of the 
veto power of the house of lords; the pas- 
sage of bills providing for home rule for 
Ireland; manhood suffrage; the cessation of 
royal grants; the disestablishment of the 
church throughout the kingdom, and an 
increase of the proportion of the taxation 
borne by land. The National Reform Union 
represents the radical section of the na- 
tional liberal federation. About four hun- 
dred delegates will be present at the con- 
ference, and thirty radical memDers of the 
house of commons have promised to sup- 
port the measures the conference advocated. 

Ida Wells’s Stories. 

In view of the resclution introduced br 
the Rev. Dr. Horton am the assembly of 
congregational unions yesterday, denounc- 
ing the execution of negroes in the United 
States by lynch Taw as a reproach to hu- 
manity, a representative of the United Press 
had an interview today with Ida Wells, the 
young colored woman from Memphis,. who 
is here on a mission to arouse British pub- 
lic opinion against the prevalent custom 
in the southern states of summarily pun- 
ishing heinous crimes by negroes by hang- 
ing, burning, etc. Ida Wells declared that 
the negro was the very best living specimen 
of the practical Christian, meek in spirit 
and suffering cruelties with which the worst 
tortues of the inquisition atnnot be compar- 
ed. She expressed herself as greatly en- 
couraged by the success she has had in en- 
listing English sympathy with the brutality 
treated American negro, and is confident 
that the popular outcry in England against 
tue barbarism of the southern whites in 
their treatment of the colored fellow-citizens 
will have the effect of putting a stop to 
lynching, whipping, etc., in the near fu- 
ture.

MOVES CAMP. 


Into Maryland. 

Washington, May*12.—Carl Browne woke 
the Coxey army at daybreak this morn- 
ing aud as soon as they could get break- 
fast all hands were set to work breaking 
camp and packing the tents and cooking 
outfits into the wogons, which left for Bla- 
densburg with an advance guard of twenty- 
five men at 6 o’clock. For the next two 
hours the entire force wag busily engaged 
in cleaning up the old site, burning the 
Straw bedding and leaving the spot in 
much better condition than they found it. 
Browne’s assertion that 525 men took break- 
fast and that the enlistment showed that 
Ss) members was not borne out by actual 
count, for when the procession moved at 
9 o’clock only 268 men were in line and fifty 
of them were negroes who had just joined 
the commonweal, attracted by the summer 
resort features of the new oamp. The 
Philadelphia contingent had dwindled to 
forty-one men. It was not intended to leave 
the camp until 10 o’clock, byt. Browne 
was opposed to the police and he was suc- 
cessful in getting under march before 
they arrived. 

Just before leaving Browne harangued 
his followers and told them he had to re- 
port at court to receive his sentence and 
that young Jesse Coxey would be in com- 
mand until he returned. He could not say 
when that would be, as he might be sent 
to jail, but he begged them to obey Jesse 
implicitly and threatened that dismissal in 
disgrace would immediately follow any in- 
subordination against Jesse’s commands. He 
said he did this because he and Jesse had 
& row some time ago and he wanted to 
Show the men that all was now harmony. 

Crossed Into Maryland. 

When near the capitol, less than a mile 
from camp, a halt of five minutes was made 
and the men strung out along the curbstone 
for two blocks in the shade of the trees and 
listened to some darky banjo players who 
were recruited yesterday. They were care- 
ful to skirt the capitol grounds and not 
cross them, desiring not to create any new 
complications. They reached the district 
line and passed over into Maryland at a 
quarter past 10 o’clock. Browne had told 
Jesse Coxey to hold the men at this 
point and give a cheer to the hospitable 
people of Washington, but Jesse evidently 
forgot the injunction and the departure 
from the national reservation was without 
incident. 

Exactly ten days ago Coxey’s army 
marched down Pennsylvania avenue 600 
strong. In the ten days seventeen of the 
men haye been sentenced to terms in the 
workhouse for vagrancy, one has been 
drowned and six were taken to hospitals 
suffering from various complaints. Nearly 
one hundred new recruits, mostly negroes, 
have been gathered in and as less than 
300 marched out today, about 300 of the en- 
listed men are unaccounted for. No prac- 
tical results have been achieved and now, 
as far as the district authorities are con- 
cerned, the city of Washington is perma- 
nently rid of the commonwealers. It has 
been determined that they will never be 
permitted to return to the city. 

An Indignation Meeting. 

The people in the suburbs of Washington, 
adjoining the proposed new camp of the 
Coxeyites have appealed to the governor 
of Maryland to prevent what they term an 
outrage on their property rights. With the 
unanimity which seems to prevail in other 
communities they showed a willingness to 
aid the Coxey men to descend upon the 
national capital, but decline to have them 
in their own neighborhood. In the 
little town ef Hyattville, celebrated for 
its adoption of the Henry George simple 
tax system subsequently overthrown by the 
courts, the citizens rang the fire bell last 
night when the news reached them to call 
an indignation meeting to protest against 
having the Coxey camp in their neighbor- 
hood. Two hundred strong, they marched 
in a body to ‘the residence in Bladensburg, 
of J. H. Rodgers, who had tendered the 
Coxeyites the new camping ground. They 
received scant satisfaction from either the 
elder Rodgers or his son, J. Harry Rodgers. 
These gentlemen will be remembered as 
coming into national prominence some six 
or seven years ago in connection with the 
pan-electric telephone investigation by con- 
gress. Both of them announced them- 
selves as Coxey sympathizers without ap- 
proving his methods. Then the citizens left 
in an indignant frame of mind and later 
Colonel Wright Rives, a retired officer of 
the Uited States army, who lives neur by, 
telegraphed to Governor Brown, of Mary- 
land, as follows: 

“I have written you Coxey will arrive 
in Bladensburg tomorrow. Don’t allow his 
ae to put our property and lives in 
peril.’’

Memphis, Tenn., May 12.—Bishop Keener 
called the conference to order and Rev. Dr.

Secretary Denny 
read the minutes of yesterday’s two ses- 
sions. After being cmrrected they were 
approved. 

Bishop Keener then retired and Bishop 
Haygood took the chair. He annougced 
the death of Bishop Keener’s daughter, 
whose serious illness was announced yes- 
terday. The daughter was dead before the 
venerable father arrived at her bedside. 

After making a short speech, fraught 
with feeling and sympathy for Bishop 
Keener and his family in their hour of sor- 
row, Bishop Haygood called on the Rev. 
Dr. Hunt to lead the assembly in prayer. 
The prayer was one of the most touching 
ever offered in the First Methodist Episco- 
pal church, and there was hardly a dry eye 
in the assemblage when it was finished. 

Bishop Haygood, without announcing a 
hymn, led the congregation while they sang 
the simple but beautiful song, “How Firm 
a Foundation.”’ 

Dr. Heidt read a resolution of sorrow, 
drafted by members of the conference, 
after the death of Bishop Keemer’s daugh- 
ter had been announced. The resolution 
was unanimously adopted, and upon mo- 
tion of Dr. Nelms, it was telegraphed to 
Bishop Keener. : 

Secretary Denny, acting on the order of 
Bishop Haygood, called the names of the 
ministers who had been appointed on the 
committee of fifteen for the furtherance of 
the federation of Methodists, as follows:

The paper charged negligence 
and ever-growing tolerance on the part of 
Christians in regard to Sabbath desecra- 
tion and cited the utterances of some mem.- 
bers of the church on the questions of the 
opening of the world’s‘fair on Sunday and 
the operation of railroads on Sunday. 
Placed on the calendar. 

An invitation from the South Carolina 
delegation asking that the next general 
conference be held in Charleston was read 
and referred to the proper committee, 

A resolution to the effect that Methodists 
give their hearty co-operation to the move- 
ment now on foot for the establishment of 
a great protestant university at the national 
capital was read and upon motion adopted. 

A resolution askng that the editor of The 
Pacific Coast Advocate be elected by the 
book editors was read, and upon motion re- 
ferred to the committee on publishing in- 
terests. 

Yesterday the house adjourned with Dr. 
Candler’s call for a division on his substi- 
tute motion to recommit, which recom- 
mended 8 change in the Discipline, making 
it immoral to sign a petition for a liquor 
license. 

After some discussion the substitute mo- 
tion was put to a vote and lost—yeas, 102; 
nays, 168. 

The announcement of the result of the 
vote was received with applause by the 
conference and visitors. 

Hisses Were Heard. 

The temperance question was discussed 
at great length, and especially the clause 
of the report making it a violation of 
church discipline to sign a petition for a 
liquor license. Dr. Anderson continued 
with his speech, saying the committee's re- 
port was not a good one and was fallacious. 
He raised the point that at times it was 
right and necessary to sign a petition for 
license, as for instance, in a case where 
one of the two men would be granted the 
only license in the power of a town to be 
granted. He held it was better to sign the 
petition of the better man. 

At this juncture cries of “No, no” and 
hisses were heard. 

Bishop Haygood let his gavel fall at once 
and in a most impressive manner said: 
“Let that be stopped. This is the first time 
I ever heard hisses in 2 Methodist confer- 
ence.”’ 

Several other speeches were made favor- 
ing and opposing the motion to reconsider. 


The conference already seemed to be at as 
high ‘pitch of excitement and every point 
was discussed at length. 

Dr. Heidt moved that the question be 


put. 

The chair granted Dr. Black a moment 
in which to make a statement and he 
suggested as chairman of the committee 
and for the sake of harmony that the mo- 
tion to reconsider be put and carried, and a 
motion to recommit be made and carried, 
after which the committee on temperance, 
having heard the discussion on the subject, 
could bring in a repoft which would be ac- 
cepted by all.

DR. TALMAGE’S REMARKS 


Closing the Proceedings at the Taber-« 

nacle in Brooklyn. 

Brooklyn, N. Y., May 12.—Dr. Talmage 
closed the proceedings at the Brooklyn 
tabernacle in a happy speech. 

“What in this scene has made the deepest 
impression upon the mind of this audience 
I do not know,” he said. “‘The most vivid 
one to my mind is an impression that has 
no reference to myself at all. We have 
been told that religion is a weak thing, fit 
for the weak mind and an obsolete affair 
belonging to the ages of superstition. I 
point to the group of illustrious men on 
this platform to prove that the brain, the 
learning, the eloquence, the splendid man- 
hood of America is on the side of our 
glorious Christianity. 

*“‘We have in this land and on this plat- 
form the man who, after filling the office 
of secretary of state of the United States 
and pleading in the most important cases 
that ever came before judge or jury, stands 
now a combination of Edmund Burke and 
Daniel Webster. I mean William M. 
Evarts. We have been led in prayer by 
the John Milton of the American pulpit. 
Like the one after whom I call him, his 
eyesight blasted by excess of vision, he 
turns aside from the United States senate to 
pray for us at the time when the senate 
most needs his prayers to help it in the 
struggle with the Wilson bill. 

“Georgia sends to us its mightiest citizen, 
the achievements of his great editorial pen 
now to be eclipsed by his mission in the 
United States senate. Henry W. Grady and 
Senator Colquitt have passed away, but 
thank God we have in their place the 
Hon. Patrick Walsh. 

“On this platform we have a member of 
another branch of the national legislature; 
but he is on the way to what gubernatorial 
or presidential chair I know not, but this 
I do know, he is our exultation and our 
pride—Hon. Joseph C. Hendrix.’’

Let the People Be Heard. 

Editor Constitutioi:—Some weeks ago I 
penned a few thoughts on the subject of 
handwork, which if could be put in more 
general practice would be of great bene- 
fit. The article appeared in The Daily Con- 
stitution less than four weeks ago. Its ap- 
two facts to my 
mind. .One is, how wide must be the cir- 
culation of that great southern daily, and 
the other is, I have certainly struck a re- 
sponsive chord in the mtnds of many people 
if the number of letters I have received 
fram far and near is to be taken as evi- 
dence of these faets. And still they core 
in.such numbers that often I am up until 
12 o’clock at night answering my corres- 
pondence. They come from Missouri, Iowa 
and other places in the great west, showing 
conclusively there begins to be developed 
a bond of union between ourselves and 
those people, who are apparently casting 
about, as we are doing, to devise some plan 
by which they may rid themselves of some 
of the burdens of a highly profitable high 
tariff to one section of our country, while 
it proves a highly onerous tax to others; 
besides other burdens equally unjust and 
oppressive in common both to the south 
and the west. 

With me the thought was a venture 
thrown out with two objects in view. One 
was to see if a new feature could not be 
added to our southern exposition, and the 
other was through that exposition to give 
an incentive to encourage our people to 
help themselves in the most substantial 
way possible under the circumstances.

We vie with each other 
to see how hard we may labor—to find 
how cheaply we may produce a raw mate- 
rial which leaves us poor indeed, but which, 
when turned out as a finished product in 
the markets, enriches other people and en- 
ables them to control the subservient tool 
that makes our laws to raise the price 
to the consumer, 

You exhaust your soil, you tax your 
strength in the vain endeavor to produce 
8,000,000 ‘bales of raw material, which like 
the muse of Goldsmith, finds you poor at 
first and keeps you S80. 

Better far leave the fires unkindled in 
your furnaces, the plow standing idie in 
the furrows! You have the base, erect 


blazoned upon it: *‘Home Products for Home 
ensumption!”’ 

. What on have accomplished in the mat- 

ter of food we can do in the matter of rai- 

ment.. : 

Long years have we sought raiment in 
the east, but candor compels us to acknowl- 
edge that the heel of Atala is upon us, 50 
that grass will no longer grow to sustain 
the old mother. Yet, from her ashes may 
arise another, from whose pinions will 
fioat the banner of an empire of freeman, 
whose wealth will rival that of Ormus of 
Inde. 

_At the end. of the thirty years’ war Ger- 
man handwork had sunk so low as to be 
the subject of ridicule, 

In 1520 Francis the I, of France, was 
obliged to send to Germany for his gun- 
smiths, locksmiths, etc. 

One hundred years later France excelled 
Germany in all kinds of handwork. 

After the peace of Westphalia, when Ger- 
many began to recover from the effects of

From these bits of history it will be seen 
that other peoples have resorted to these 
methods to restore prosperity to their coun- 
try. This is no new doctrime, as history 
teaches us that its practice is the true pan- 
acea for most of the ills of the body politic.

Almost 
without arms or munition of war we went 
forth to battle, to win our spurs before we 
wore them. Is it e part of wisdom to 
thus remain bared to. the attacks of another 
enemy? The steady stroke of the hammer, 
the hum of the spindle and the click of the 
loom are the silent forces which will do 
more to accomplish the end than all the 
finely wrought arguments of the would-be 
economist with pedantic fcscue.

History. 


AN AGED AND LONELY LADY 


Choked to Death With a Pair of 
| Iron Tongs, 


WHILE SHE WAS AT HER TEA TABLE, 


An Unbroken Hoe Cake and a Cup of Coffee 
Are op the Table, While the Body 
Rests Upon the Floor. 


In her quiet home, about three miles from 
the city, on the road to Westview cemetery, 
Mrs. Mary Lilly, the mother of the well- 
known musicians, was strangled to death 
last night. 

When the discovery wag made a pair of 
tongs rested against her neck, showing 
that such was the instrument by which the 
foul deed was consummated. 

A more repulsive tragedy has never been 
gommitted in Fulton county. The promi- 
nence of Mrs. Lilly and the stand which 
her sons have taken in the community, 
coupleG with her advanced age, gives to 
the tragedy a darker coloring and will send 
a shudder this morning over the entire oity. 

The author of the deed, so far as the in- 
vestigation of the matter had proceeded at 
an early hour this morning, has not been 
ascertained. Suspicion, however, is stromgly 
fastened upon a negro man, and all of the 
circumstances confirm the probability of his 
guilt. 

The negro was an occupant of fhe house, 
and was employed by Mrs. Lilly in the op- 
eration of her small truck farm. A white 
man by the name of Mr. Snead is also em- 
pioyed and resides in a small outhouse in 
the rear of the yard. 

Money was the cause of the tragedy. It 
was rumored that Mrs. Lilly was a woman 
of considerable wealth and tHat she kept 
her money in the house. She resided alone 
with no one on the place, except her two 
employed assistants, and was about sixty- 
five years of age. 

Everything in the house, at the time the 
discovery was made, had been completely 
giutted. Drawers were torn open, locks 
prized from their fastenings, clothes piled 
up in huge masses on the floor and the in- 
terior of the house was a perfect scene of 
bewilderment and confusion. 

The body of the murdered woman was 
stretched on the floor of the kitchen, her 
head resting against the leg of the table 
and her feet pointed towards the open door. 
It was a ghastly scene and the horror of 
the picture beggars description. 

Details of the Tragedy. 


It was just a few minutes after 11 @UI66k 
last night when a telephone message was 
sent in stating that Mrs. Lilly had been 
mysteriously murdéred at her home near 
Westview cemetery. ; 

The patrol wagon was hastily summoned 
to the front of the station ‘house and Cap- 
tain Thompson of the night watch, with 
Detectives Cason and Holcombe, Call Of- 
ficer Beavers and a Constitufion reporter, 
entered the vehicle, which was quickly 
driven in the direction of Westview ceme- 
tery. 

A pack of bloodhounds followed the 
wagon and reached the place in a short 
time after the officers detailai. 

On the way Sheriff Barnes, who had 
been notified of the murder, joined the par- 
ty at the corner of Mitchell and Forsyth 
streets. 

It was about 12 o’clock when the scene 
of the tragedy was reached. The house, 
@ small brick building, as disclosed by the 
uncertain light of the stars, occupied the 
crest of hill, surrounded by a few 
solitary tre@’, which added to the golemnity 
and horror of the surroundings. 

Several stragglers from the neighborhood 
had caught news of the occurrence and 
were idling about the place in quest of in- 
farmation. The officers brushed by the 
crowd and entered the premises from the 
far side. In the alleyway a few paces from 
the house the patrol wagon stopped. 

How. the Officers Found Her. 

Proceeding at once to the house the form 
of the prostrate woman was discovered in 
full view of the open door. It was ascer- 
tained that no changes had been made in 
the surroundings and everything was just 
as it was found when the discovery was 
made. 

The room which was darkened by the 
awful shadow of the foul deed was the 
ell of the house which was used as a 
kitchen. It was on a drop of a few inches 
from the main body of the house and a 
flight of steps rose from the kitchen into the 
room adjacent. A number of people were 


“in the room, among them two or three 


women who wore sorrowful faces and 
geemed to be anxious to render all the 
assistance in their power. 

After a hasty glance at the body the of- 
ficers called upon the bystanders for such 
information in the case as they had in 
their possession. 

The first to speak was Mr. Fred Lilly. In 
a broken, incoherent manner he told of the 
painful shock with which he had received 
the information and pointed to Mr. Snead, 
the white man employed on the place, who 
could furnish him with a part of the hor- 
rible story. He was broken as he made 
the statement to the officers. He also ip- 
formed them tkat his other brothers, w 
had been informed of the tragedy, had not 
arrived. Many of the bystanders were 
moved to tears as the broken story with 
many a heave of the breast was related. 

Mr. Snead’s Version. 

Mr. Snead, the workman employed by 
Mrs. Lilly, was the first witness examined. 
He said that about 10 o’clock he was 
aroused from his sleep by a knock on the 
door. It proved to be the negro who lived 
on the place and whose name was Bob 
Hawkins. The negro was very much ex- 
cited. 

“Somebody has killed Mrs. Lilly,” he said. 
As soon as this information was received 
the two men repaired to the kitchen, where 
the statement of the negro was verified. 
From there they went over to Mr. Fred 
Lilly’s who resides in a stone’s throw of 
the place, and told him of the situation. 
This covered all of the facts in the case 
s0 far as he had any information. Mrs. 


Lilly and Hawkins had disagreed the day | 


before and several harsh words had passed 
between them. The witness had not seen 
Hawkins during the afternoon and the first 
he knew of his presence after dark was 
When he knocked on the door and told him 
that Mrs. Lilly was dead. The negro slept 
in the house, in a corner of the kitchen. 
In that way he was a protection to Mrs. 
Lilly and knew the house thoroughly. On 
Friday evening he did not come home to 
his supper, but reached the place about 12 
o'clock at night. He aroused Mrs. Lilly 
and complained that she had saved him 
nothing to eat. This was the beginning 


of tt eir fall g out, ~~ * ‘Jasted ~gh- 
through the next day. 

Mr. Snead 1s a spare man, about the me- 
dium height, and wears a beard. He is a 
typical farmer in his apperance and his 
face and manner are rather prepossegsing. 
He gave a very straightforward story. 

Hawkine’s Story. 

After this the negro was examined. He 
said that Mrs. Lilly had given him an er- 
rand to perform late yesterday afternoon, 
and wanted him to get her a small amount 
of sugar in town, She cooked him a hoe 
cake, which he had eaten, and he had set 
out for town leaving her in the act of eat- 
ing her own meal. He was detained for 
quite a while on the way home and reached 
the premises at 10 o'clock. He «new the 
hour because the clock sounded as he en- 
tered the gate.

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Colonel Avery Visits Tupelo and War 
Times Are Recalled. 

Tupelo, Miss., May 11.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—From Meridian to Memphis fF 
lay over a few hours at Tupelo. Thirty-two 
years ago I was here tn a dramatic experi- 
ence as a prisoner of war. 

The spot was invested with deep interest 
by that incident and I have come back to, 
and behold, it with profound feeling. 

I was a buoyant cavalry captain then. 1 
return a crutched old Methuselah.The an- 
tithesis is lovely. 

I rode headlong into the Michigan regi- 
ment of famous Phil Sheridan, then a colo- 
nel and was gobbled up in quick order. Shi- 
loh was fought, Corinth given up, and 
Bragg falling back before Buell’s army, my 
company scouted for General Har&xe. He 
pent me out to get news,“I took a soldier 
named Shields. We found Adams’s Missis- 
sippi regiment cavalry in a stiff fight with 
Sheridan and Shields. was hit in the face. 
I took him back a half mile when he,gave 
out and I helped him down on the ‘road 
side and rode back hard for Adams’s sur- 
geon. Adams had retired at a turn and 
“fork, leaving my road open. Sheridan was 
massed at the fork, hidden by the turn, and 
I dashed into his regiz:ent. 

General Bragg, at General Hardee’s re- 


- quest, sent a flag of truce asking my spe- 


cial exchange. General Buell granted it, 
and named a captain, B. F. Crabb, of the 
Iowa infantry, to be returned in my place, 
and gave me a fifteen days’ leave of ab- 
sence from federal imprisonment to send 
beck Crabb or return and give myself up. 

I went out of the federal lines, going out 
in a buggy with the wife of the Rev. Mr. 
Gaston, president of Corinth Female col- 
lege, and we found our army at Tupelo. 
General Hardee telegraphed over the con- 
federacy to our prisons, but Captain Crabb 
could not be found. This was doleful news, 
I was a prisoner, yet-free; loose, yet a 
captive. And Tupelo was the place of this 
novel perplexity. You can understand how 
it interests me now. 

Generals Hardee and Bragg advised me 
to spend my fifteen days of parole in hunt- 
ing Crabb. He might be under another 
name. I visited every federal prison 
but could find no Crabb. The fourteenth 
afternoon I was at. Tompson’s hotel, in At- 
lanta, expecting to go to Chattanooga the 
next day and pass through the federal 


lines and return to captivity, when I heard ~ 


there was a squad of federal prisoners at 
Macon, under Colonel Jack Brown, our 
since noted straight democrat. I went 
down and found Crabb there the last day, 
and we sent him on a free man, and I 
was free, and we were two very happy 
mén. 

Crabb was sick and expecting to be sent 
to Andersonville as soon as well, and he 
confidently looked for death. His release 
had enough elements for a romance. He 
had as much chance, apparently, of flying 
as for-freedom. Yet it came in his darkest 
moment, like a stroke of lightening from 
a clear sky. He was almost delirious with 
joy and threw his arms around me and 
shouted his happiness. 

The matter was complicated. Our gov- 
ernment was refusing special exchanges 
to force a general exchange, as the federals 
would not make a general exchange be- 
cause it would return so many soldiers to 
our fighting ranks. Thus was exchange 
locked, and, my own special exchange 
would have been stopped had _ our 
government have known it. It wag a close 
squeeze and a piece of hap-hazard luck all 
around. I have Jack Brown’s written re- 
lease to this day. We used to chat over 
the novelty in Washington and laugh over 
the funny document and the ludicrous in- 
formality of his exercise of military au- 
thority. None but a civilian officer would 
have taken such a_ responsibility. It 
smashed red tape all to pieces and would 
have horrified a regular. 

Crabb and I both rose to be colonels, but 
I could never hear anything of him dur- 
ing the war, nor a long time after. But 
when I was editing The Constitution, Mr. 
Hope, who then kept a house furnishing 
store on Whitehall street, came to my 
sanctum one day and said that while at the 
hotel at Mount Pleasant, Ia., kept by a Col- 
onel Crabb, he had asked him if he knew 
one of my name in Georgia. This lead to 
our correspondence. He sent me his pic- 
ture and invited me to visit him. Hope 
said the family regarded me as saving 
their father’s life, and my name was @ 
household word with them as such Saver. 
Colonel Crabb moved away from Mount 
Pleasants to York, Neb., and has left there, 
where I do not know. 

I wrote an editorial in The. Constitution, 
giving the incident, and emphasizing the 
good feeling between actual soldiers, and 
it was copied all over the west with friend- 
ly comments. 

It will be understood that my unmeant 
ride into Sheridan’s grasp and unique ex- 
change made me with pleasure revisit Tu- 
pelo. General Bragg’s headquarters have 
been replaced by a handsome: residence of 
Lawyer Blair. General Hardee’s headquar- 
ters are owned by Dr. McWilliams, who 
took me into General Hardee’s rooms. The 
doctor has added two rooms.in front, but 
the back rooms, small and low, are just as 
Hardee occupied them, and the doctor 
found a large lot of military orders left be- 
hind. A Mr. Elliott, a merchant, was a 
boy then, and remembered the occupation. 

Curiously enough, the only large groves 
left standing in the place are those around 
these two houses and the soldiers cut down 
all the rest. Generajs Gragg and Hardee 
would not let these large trees be cut, and 
thus they are refrehing mementos of the

years ago, when I held the anomalous con- 
dition of a free prisoner of war, in suspense 
whether I Was-to be a freeman or captive. 

I met General Sheridan when he was 
secretary of war and he distinctly remember 
ed my rush on his command. It was very 
hot and I was in my shirtsleeves. I recall 
one incident illustrative of the different 
manner to men by officers in their and our 
service. 

While I was talking with Sheridan a 
cavalryman rode up and said, “How are 
you, you d—n old reb?” Sheridan cursed 
him sharply and ordered him off> 

Another interesting incident. As I dashed 
on the federals, turning the road and the 
woods, twenty men fired and I checked my 
horse until she reared and I started to pull 
her around, when an officer sprang for- 
ward, ordering his men not to fire more, and 
catching my bridle, said it was useless to 


save my life. 

I wrote for The Detroit Free Press some 
experiences of federal and confederate gen- 
erals and told the incident with Sheridan 
and spoke of this humane officer. I did not 
know his name and so stated. A lette> ap- 
peared in The Free Press from the writer, 
who said he was that officer, a Lieutenant 
Hatcher, a curious verification of the in- 
cident. 

This Tupelo. episode has been a very 
pleasant variation of my exposition work 
and filled in two or three hours in an un- 
usual war reminiscence. I W. AVERY.

The county is for General Evans 
and this action is nothing more nor less 
than a high-handed steal. It is an out- 
rage upon democracy, an outrage upon 
manhood; and the only possible result of 
it will be to crush those connected with 
it and to drive into political oblivion the 
candidate who endorses er condones it. 

In the face of such action the liberties 
and rights of the people of Georgia are 
at stake. The news ef it will be greeted 
by a storm of indignation from the moun- 
tains to the sea. Every true democrat 
will deprecate the fact that there could 
be found in Georgia twenty men who 
would be parties to such an outrage, and 
all will join in demanding of the true 
men of Oconee that they rise in their 
might and repudiate not only that high- 
handed action, but the men who were 
party toit. Men of Oconee, that is your 
plain duty—your duty to yourselves and 
your duty to democracy. Wipe out the 
stain. Don’t let it be said that such a 
dastardly outrage can be perpetuated un- 
rebuked in your midst. The eyes of the 
democrats of Georgia are upon you. 

Mr. Atkinson, do you endorse that ac- 
tion in Oconee? Do you condone it? Will 
you tolerate it and allow it to stand in 
your name? 

Are these the methods of your “men 
who control?’ 

If you endorse it, condone it, tolerate 
it, you are not a fit man to be governor. 
If you allow it to stand unrebuked, you 
are not fit to be considered in connection 
with the high honor to which you aspire! 

Such methods are a disgrace to the 
party and to the state. If they are »%er- 
mitted to stand, there is grave danger to 
democracy. In the face of such actions, 
the party could not present a united 
front in its battle with the enemy, and 
a candidate who would countenance such 
methods would lose the support of the 
members of his party just as he would 
lose the respect of his fellow men.

A National Fnterprise. 

The committee which leaves Atlanta to- 
night for Washington to advocate gov- 
ernment aid for the Cotton States and In- 
ternational exposition before the house 
committee on appropriations is solidly 
backed by the public sentiment of the 
country. 

When it was announced that the main 
object of the exposition was the exten- 
sion of our trade in the Spanish-Ameri- 
can countries, there was a perfect ava- 
lanche of endorsements. The southern 
governors lost no time in rallying to the 
support of the enterprise, and they were 
followed by the commercial bodies of 
New Orleans, Savannah, Mobile, Kansas 
City, Anniston and many other leading 
cities, and the commercial clubs of Ala- 
bama, Little Rock, Columbus and Mem- 
phis, the Medical Association of Georgia, 
the Georgia Press Association and the 
International League of Press Clubs. The 
leading newspapers of every section have 
spoken out on the same line, and the 
official representatives of the countries 
south of us are heartily in favor of the 
great industrial and commercial reunion 
which promises to bring about closer 
trade relations between their constitu- 
ents and the American people. 

As a fair sample of southern press com- 
ment we quote the following from that 
enterprising and influential paper The 
Florida Times-Union: 

Every man in Florida should feel an in- 
terest in the exposition to be held in At- 
lanta next year, and should work for it as 
he would work for his own success. It 
would be difficult to conceive of anything 
that would be of greater benefit to Florida. 
Besides the indirect benefits that would 
accrue from the accomplishment of the pur- 
poses this exposition is designed to serve, 
the immediate gain for the prosperity of 
the state would be immense. The exposi- 
tion will be held in September, October, No- 
vember and December. Reduced rates will 
be given, and during these four months 
the number of admissions to its gates will 
go into the millions. Hundred of thousands 
of the people who see this exposition will 
come from the north or from foreign coun- 
tries, and a large number of them, if not 
the majority, will avail themselves of the 
opportunity to see Florida. * * * 

The best season that Florida ever had wags 
during the cotton exposition at New Or- 
leans. Fully as many people will go to 
Atlanta as went to New Orleans, and At- 
lanta is little more than half as far as 
New Orleans from the parts of Florida 
which tourists visit. Besides this, Atlanta 
will be nearer the direct line of travel than 
New Orleans from the centers of popula- 
tion. A trip to Atlanta will not cost as 
much as a trip to New Orleans, and those 


who attend the exposition will have more 
money to spend on side trips. 


Our contemporary urges the house 
committee on appropriations to give the 
exposition committee an attentive hear- 
ing. The point is made that the enter- 
prise is in no sense local in its scope, and 
its permanent benefits to Atlanta and 
Georgia will be no greater than thosé 
which other cities and states will derive. 
The Times-Union favors a government 
appropriation and asks the southern con- 
gressmen to work as a unit for it. It 
says: 

It is intended to develop the trade of the 
southern states with the countries of Cen- 
tral and South America, and with Mexico. 
These countries now sell far more of their 
products to the United States than to any 


other nation in the world, and yet they 
buy nearly all the manufactured goods they 
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This will open a b arket for the 
surplus manufactured products of the south- 
ern states. The demand and the proximity 
of this vast territory will rapidly develop 
the south as a manufacturing section. It 
is the coming outlet for American manu- 
factured products. It will take tens and 
hundreds of thousan of miles of steel 
rails, and will soon rchase as much in 
manufactured goods of all lines as the en- 
tire union now uses. 

In the south’s outlook for the future these 
countries furnish the brightest view. The 
exposition that is intended to hasten trade 
relations with South America deserves gov- 
it. It will do this country vastly more good 
than the centennial or the Columbian ex- 
position. It will not be on as grand 
a scale as the latter, but it will 
be an exposition with an object, 
and all its displays will be turned to the 
accomplishment of that object. 

We take pleasure in reproducing these 


opinions from an outside source. The 
Florida paper is right in its statement 
that the exposition will not benefit At- 
lanta and Georgia more than other cities 
and states. While the increased trade 
it proposes to draw from other countries 
will be of immense advantage to the 
south Atlantic and gulf ports and the 
entire south, it is plain that the 
producers, merchants and manufacturers 
of the northwest, the middle and the 
“astern states will for a long time to 
come reap the biggest share of the bene- 
fits. When we reach out and secure 
fifty or sixty millions new customers in 
Mexico, the West Indies, Central and 
South America the demand for our raw 
and manufactured products will force us 
to double our productive capacity, and 
our people will be kept busy for genera- 
tions to come supplying the new markets 
that will be opened to us. We have never 
had more than one-fifth of this trade in 
the past because we have made no or- 
ganized effort to compete with our Euro- 
pean rivals. The era of low tariffs will 
compel us to change our policy, and when 
the representative men of the Spanish- 
American countries come to Atlanta with 
their exhibits and meet our merchants 
and manufacturers and exhibits from 
every section of the union they will not 
be long in coming to an understanding. 
Atlanta has been selected as the best 
place for the exposition because its trans- 
portation facilities make it a central point 
easily accessible. For some years past 
Atlanta has been recognized as a con- 
vention city, and . many large national 
and international bodies have held their 
sessions within our gates. 

In advocating government aid for the 
exposition The ‘Times-Union is in line 
with the best exponents of public senti- 
ment in every section. Fortunately, no 
new precedent will have to be estab- 
lished. The government aided the ex- 
positions at Philadelphia, New Orleans 
and Chicago, and it can very well afford 
to help one whose object is to benefit all 
classes in every state in the union.

Possible, but Not Probable. 
Sometimes a mere trifle involves na- 
tions in war. For instance, when Cap-., . 
tain Jenkins lost his ear, his misfortune 


was made the pretext for a European 


conflict. 

The other day some American fisher- 
men were arrested by the Canadian au- 
thorities for catching a few black bass 
in Lake Erie. Very naturally our peo- 
ple are disposed to resent what they re- 
gard as an outrage. The Cincinnati Com- 
mercial-Gazette says of it: 

No good reason can be advanced why 
England should exercise jurisdiction over 
any part of the great lakes, to the annoy- 
ance of American commerce or to American 
sportsmen. The temper of the American 
people is just now a little warm toward the 
nation which has forced the demonetization 
of silver and brought so much poverty and 
distress upon the world, and some trifle like 
the arrest of the fishermen on Lake Erie 
may be the spark which will light the torch 
of war. The destiny of the United States 
is the continent of North America, with 
most of the adjacent islands, and when a 
million idle men, all voters, are clamoring 
for employment out of which they can feed 
their families, their demands for redress of 
insults to national honor and outrages of 
private rights may override the influence of 
cowardly money changers and accomplish 
the changes in the map. 

From a Christian point of view war is 
a bad thing, and it should be avoided 
until there is no other way of redress- 
ing a wrong or vindicating gational hon- 
or. We have become so accustomed to a 
peaceful policy that we are not likely to 
depart from it, and the unsheathing of 
the American sword may be regarded as 
a remote possibility. 

Still, there is something in the Commer- 
cial-Gazette’s suggestion that in our pres- 
ent temper, with so many men clamor- 
ing for employment, public opinion may 
at any time flame out over an outrage 
like the Lake Erie affair, and force our 
government to assume a hostile attitude 
towards the offending nation. In the 
event of a war with England, which we 
repeat is only possible and by no means 
probable, it must be admitted that our 
conditions would immediately become 
more prosperous, The government would 
issue billions of legal tender greenbacks 
to carry on the war, commerce and in- 
dustry would boom, and the employment 
of perhaps two or three million meh in 
the army and navy would make labor 
scarce and raise the scale of wages. 

During the progress of the war the 
American people would be better paid, 
better fed, clothed and housed than they 
have been in a quarter of a century. 

But the loss of life and the debt that 
would be piled up? 

Let’s keep the peace! 


Joe and the Dictionary. 

Our highly esteemed friend, Hon. Joe 
S. James, than whom there are but few 
cleverer men in Georgia, has been con- 
sulting the dictionary. The democrats 
of Douglas county drew the line on en- 
dorsing Mr. Cleveland’s financial policy, 
threatening to break up the meeting in a 
row if this was attempted. Out of con- 
sideration for their distinguished fel- 
low citizen, the district attorney, the 
meeting adopted resolutions expressing 
belief in the “honesty, patriotism and 
fidelity” of Mr. Cleveland, though it re- 
fused to endorse the gold standard prin- 
ciples against which the democratic rep- 
resentatives from the south in congress 
are presenting an almost solid front. 

Being greatly disappointed in the ac- 
tion of Douglas county, the cuckoo or- 
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on this line our esteemed friend, the dis- 
trict attorney, has consulted Webster's 
Unabridged Dictionary, and, publishes 
with humorous solemnity definitions of 
the words “patriotism,” “honesty” and 
“fidelity.” But we quote the interesting 
language of our esteemed friend and dis- 
trict attorney, as follows: 

“Patriotism” is the virtue and actions of 
a patriot, love of country, the passion which 
aims to serve one’s country, etc. 

‘[ionesty”’ is synonymous with integrity, 
trustiness, justice, candor, plain dealing, 
fairness, veracity, etc.,.and is also defined 
as “‘uprightness in conduct.” 

*“‘Fidelity’’ is faithfulness, adherence to 
right, careful and exact adherence to duty, or 
discharge of obligations, and esepcially 
adherence to a party to which one is bound 
loyally, adherence to one’s promise or 
pledge, etc. 

These are the definitions given to the 
words by Webster, and surely it cannot be 
contended that the resolutions of the Dou- 
glas county people meant more or less than 
the usually accepted meaning. So it is 
seen that the resolutions adopted, endors- 
ing Mr. Cleveland as president, which 
means, of course, in his official capacity. 

So far, so good. As a lexicographer the 
able and astute statesman from Douglas 
is not less successful than as an efficient 
district attorney. But let us look into the 
question a little further. 

A few years ago the announcement of 
the death of Hon. James G. Blaine, who 
but a short while before had resigned 
the position of secretary of state to a re- 
publican administration, and who had 
been several times the republican candi- 
date for the presidency, was received 
with deep sorrow throughout the country. 
The Georgia legislature was then in ses- 
sion, and by a unanimous vote that dis- 
tinguished democratic body passed reso- 
lutions of ‘sympathy in the loss of this 
“patriotic, loyal and faithful citizen,” or 
words to that effect. 

Now, right here, let us bring in Web- 
ster’s Unabridged again, and apply Mr. 
James’s construction of the Douglas 
county resolutions to the Hon. James G. 
Blaine. According to Mr. James’s con- 
struction this bestowal of an encomium 
by the Georgia legislature on Mr. Blaine’s 
personal character, and on his “patriot- 
isin” and “fidelity,” amounted to a dec- 
laration of the democratic general as- 
sembly of Georgia that it was in full sym- 
pathy with the political principles for 
which Mr. Blaine stood, and for which 
he contended until death. 

We rise to respectfully enter our pro- 
test, notwithstanding our respect for the 
memory of Mr. Blaine and our regard for 
the personal qualities of this much la- 
mented American, at Mr. James’s infer- 
ence that the general assembly of Geor- 
gia at any time endorsed the political 
principles of Mr, Blaine. 

And yet this is the equivalent of the ar- 
gument of our highly respected friend 
from Douglas. 

Tut, tut, Joe! What we need now is 
the democratic platform and not Web- 
ster’s Unabridged Dictionary.

Mr. Garrard and the Ten Per Cent 
‘ Repeal. 

United States Senator Patrick Walsh 
has introduced a bill which, though but 
seven lines long, will do as much or more, 
if it becomes a law, to relieve the pres- 
sure of the prevailing financial strin- 
gency than anything that can be done. 
It is a bill to repeal the 10 per cent tax 
on state bank issues and looks to the 
absolute and unconditional repeal of this 
unjust and discriminating measure. 

In this connection, and while on this 
subject, we call attention to a communi- 
cation published elsewhere concerning 
the work of Hon. Louis I’. Garrard as a 
member of the committee on resolutions 
of the last national convention, in behalf 
of obtaining recognition of the import- 
ance of this repeal in the declaration of 
party principles. 

It is but just to Mr. Garrard to say that 
he deserves more credit than any other 
person for the insertion of this plank in 
the platform. For many years he has 
been an earnest advocate of this princi- 
ple, and his arguments and efforts before 
the national platform committee were so 
convincing as to secure the adoption of 
“the 10 per cent repeal plank by a prac- 
tically unapimous vote, notwithstanding 
the fact that the proposition, when first 
submitted, was vigorously opposed, 
especially by Mr. Vilas. Mr. Garrard 
took the position that the south de- 
manded this repeal and that it was en- 
titled to be heard. In the discussion 
which followed Mr. Vilas took the posi- 
tion that the party would give the south 
the unconditional repeal of the force 
bill, and intimated that it would be pre- 
sumptuous in it to expect anything fur- 
ther. To this Mr. Garrard replied in one 
‘of the most telling speeches delivered 
before the committee, extracts from 
which have already been published, and 
a part of which, being particularly time- 
ly now, is reproduced herewith in the fol- 
lowing quotation from his remarks:

By repealing the tax on state banks a de- 
mand would be created for coin for the re- 
demption of the paper money which would 
absorb the coin of this country and would 
particularly create a market Gdemand for 
silver, and the silver question would be 
settled, in my judgment, on business prin- 
ciples and by the establishment of a legal 
currency, redeemable in coin, which means 


gold and silver. 
his ringing declaration of democratic 


principles, which should receive the 
hearty approval of every genuine demo- 
crat in America, had an instant effect on 
the committee.

Garrard was added to the subcommittee 
to draft the platform, and through his 
urgent efforts and the support of other 
members who zealously seconded his 
efforts to demand the repeal of the 10 
per cent tax, the committee was induced 
to make a favorable report on that ques- 
tion. 

The principles enunciated in the brief 
extract from the remarks of Mr. Garrard 
are as important today as they were two 
years ago. Indeed these principles de- 
serve greater consideration now than 
they did then, because they were then 
made the shibboleth in the fight for dem- 
ocratic supremacy, and after being suc- 
cessful, they are now made the object 
of attack and distrust by a certain ele-, 
ment in the ranks of the party, who, in 
co-operation with republican forces are 
secking to undo what the national con- 
vention of the party did two years ago 
and which was endorsed by one of the 
most triumphant victories ever recorded 
in this country. 

The extract from Mr. Garrard’s address 
before the committee is a democratic 
text which should receive the considera- 
tion of every democrat who is wavering 
about democratic principles. The Con- 
stitution reproduces it for the purpose 
of especially commending it at this time.

Talk Exposition 


TO THE APPROPRIATIONS COMMITTER. 


The Exposition Receives Many 
Hearty Endorsements. 


COMMERCIAL BODIES NORTH AND WEST 


Add Their Greeting, Endorse the Enter- 
prise, and Ask Their Senators and 
Representatives to Aid. 


The eyes of the people of Atlanta and of 
the south will be on Washington this week. 

Tuesday morning the house committee on 
appropriations will give a formal hearing 
to the gentlemen who go,from Atlanta and 
from other cities of the south in the in- 
terest of the Cotton States and Interna- 
tional exposition, and as this enterprise is 
one in which all the people of the southern 
states are interested, the visit of the coim- 
mittee and the result of their visit will 
be watched with deep concern. 

Tonight at 9 o’clock the committee will 
leave by the Richmond and Danville for 
Washington. The party will be headed by 
Mr. C. A. Collier, president of the Exposi- 
tion Company, and will consist of the fol- 
lowing gentlemen: Mr. Stuart Woodson, 
president cof the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce; Hon. R. V..Bullock, president of 
the Commercial Club: Hon. John B. Good- 
win, mayor of Atlanta; Mr. S. M. Inman, 
head of the firm of S. M, Inman & Co.; Dr.

At Washington the party will be joined 
by Bishop Gaines, Bishop Turner and other 
prominent colored men, 

Advices received yesterday state that 
the appropriations committee will give the 
visitors a Cordial reception, and will ex- 
tend to them every opportunity to be had 
of a full hearing. 

Endorsements form All Sections. 

From all parts of the north and west as 
well as from the other cities of the south 
come hearty endorsements of the exposi- 
tion movement. The commercial bodies of 
the country realizing the great importance 
of this exposiiion, not only to the south, 
but to all sections of the country—for as 
the south is benefited by it, so will the 
entire country be—have expressed them- 
Selves as approving and endorsing the great 
enterprise. ' 

It will be remembered that the Atlanta 
chamber of Commerce at its meeting held 
in April passed very strong resolutions 
endorsing the enterprise and suggesting to 
Other chambers of commerce and commer- 
Cial organizations the propriety of joining 
in this endorsement. Copies of these reso- 
lutions were sent by Secretary Sanders to 
other commercial bodies and the result has 
been many responses. They come from all 
sections of the country. 

From Faribault, Minn., a letter from 
Secretary Davis, of the Faribault Board of 
Trade, in which he states that at a regular 
meeting of that body the matter of the 
Cotton States and International exposition 
Was presented and “I was instructed to 
convey to you the hearty approval of this 
board of the proposed exposition and the 
board’s endorsement of your resoiutions re- 
Sarding a government exhibit.’’ Secretary 
Davis also volunteers to aid the exposition 
movement in any way within his power. 

From Charleston comes the greeting of 
the Charleston Chamber of Commerce 
through St. John P. Kinloch, secretary and 
treasurer. He states that at the regular 
meeting of the chamber on May 8th that 
body in formal resolution resolved to accept 
the invitation of the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce to co-operate in earnestly sup-

exposition. The resolutions go on to say: 

“Resolved, That the Charleston Chamber

that time.” 

Mr. Henry Hotter, secretary of the Mem-

That it is the sense of the 
Chamber of Commerce of Nashville, Tenn., 
that ‘the management of the Cotton States 
and International exposition should have 
the support and encouragement from every 
quarter as will make the exposition repre- 
sentative and truly international. 

‘2. That Tennessee should make a credit- 
able exhibit of all her products. 

‘3. That our representatives in congress 
should be urged to support a bill now pend- 
ing for a government exhibit and a national 
appropriation. 

“4. That a copy of these resolutions be 
sent to our representatives In congress and 
to the Chamber of Commerce of Atlanta.

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MR. GARRARD’S WORK. 


Something About His Efforts in Behalf 

of the Ten Per Cent Repeal. 

Fort Gaines, Ga., May 10.—Editor Consti- 
tution—I notice that the state press has 
paid considerable attention of late to the 
matter of the repeal of the 10 per cent tax 
on state bank issues. I also notice that in 
the discussion a great many other people 
than those to whom the credit belongs are 
awarded the honor of having introduced 
this feature into the platform. 

While we all unite in commending the 
pledge of the party to repeal this onerous 
and unjust tax, we should not forget the 
work of Georgia's able representative on the 
platform committee of the last national con- 
vention in securing the adoption of this 
important plank, I refer to Hon. Louis F. 
Garrard, of Columbus. It was through his 
persistency that the democratic party com- 
mitted himself in national convention to the 
repeal of this discriminating tax. If we are 
to thank anybody for it, he above all others 
is entitled to the credit. 

The Constitution will, I am sure, see that 
the credit which belongs to him is not 
taken away from him, and in this connec. 
tion I ask it to publish the following letter. 
which I see in the state press us coming 
from Colorado’s member on the platform 
committee of the last convention. 

CLAY COUNTY. 
Mr. Patterson’s Letter. 

The letter referred to above as having 

been written by Mr. Patterson to Mr. Gar- 


rard, is as follows: 

‘‘Denver, Col., April 16, 1894—Hon. Louis F. 
Garrard, Columbus, Ga,—My Dear Sir: I 
recollect your fight to have inserted in the 
platform of the national democratic party 
at Chicago the resolution declaring in favor 
of the repeal of the 10 per cent bank tax.

Had it not been for that action by you, 
you would not have been appointed upon 
the subcommittee, and I am satisfied that 
the repeal of the tax would not have been 
even seriously considered by the subcom- 
mittee. If the friends of the measure had 
awaited the action of the subcommittee, and 
it had been adverse to the proposition, the 
full committee, in the face of the opposition 
of the subcommittee, would not have adopt- 
ed it. In conncetion with your demand for 
an enlargement of the subco:nmittee, you 
made an earnest plea that the democratic 
party should declare itself against trusts 
and combines. Also, that a land plank 
should be inserted in the platform, the 
particulars of which I do not now recall. 
in ,the subconimittee you took an active 
part in framing the tariff plank. Your par- 
ticular effort, however, was directed toward 
the declaration in favor of the repeal of the 
bank tax, and without any other member 
of the subcommittee speaking in its favor 


you induced the committee to approve of it.

was carried over their objections.

observed an incident that was intensely 
dran.atic in situation and fraught with 
pectliar recollections to at least one of 
them: the two principals were Hon. Hoke 
Smith, secretary of the int2rior, and Hon.

office seeker. The office of Mr. Blackburn 
is on the way to the state capitel, where 
Mr. Smith is engaged on a case before the 
supreme couv#t, and it so happened that 
Mr. Blackburn left his headquarters just 
in time to arrive at the corner of W hite- 
hall and Hunter streets at the moment Mr. 
Smith was coming from Broad towards 
Whitehall. The secretary of the interior 
was on the left-hand side; Mr. Blackburn 
was on the right. Mr. Blackburn had 
started diagonally across the street in such 
a way that he would have reached the oppo- 
site curbing about twenty feet behind Mr. 
Smith. Just for an instant it aapeared 
as if the two were looking at each other.

DR. HAWTHORNE’S VICTORY 


Over Those Who Would Establish a 
Religious Test for Office. 


The defeat of Rev. J. B. Cranfill, of Tex- 
as, for vice president of the southern Bap- 
tist convention and the election of Governor 
Northen, who was nominated by Rev. J. 
B. Hawthorne, instead, recalls the criticism 
made by Rev. Mr. Cranfill on the appoint- 
ment of Hon. Patrick Walsh to succeed the 
late Senator Colquitt, and the vigorous de- 
fense of the governor by Dr. Hawthorne. 

The attitude taken by Rev. Mr. Cranfill 


' was that Governor Northen had overstepped 


his religious principles when he appointed 
Hon. Patrick Walsh, who is a Catholic, 
to the vacant senatorship. His argument 
was as weak as his language was severe. 
This unwarranted attack upon the governor 
was taken up by Dr. Hawthorne, who did 
not hesitate to endorse what Governor 
Northen had done from the pulpit, but also 
in a card in which Rev. Cranfill received 
considerably the worst of the discussion. 

In seconding the nomination of Governor 
Nortnen, Dr. Hawthorne used, to a certain 
extent, the same language that made a 
part of his sermot., while the sentiment was 
all there. The particular reference was as 
follows, as told in The Constitution special 
yesterday morning: 

“He is a broad-minded and gréat-hearted 
Baptist, who knows Baptist principles and 
history—knows them so well that he would 
not establish a religious qualification for 
citizenship and office.” 


Despite the fact that Rev. Cranfill was + 


in his own state, he was not elected to a 
vice presidency, but instead the convention 
honored the man he had censured; all of 
which is made mwere interesting by the 
facts already told connecting the three.

Cotton Closed Unchanged from Friday and 
W heat One-Halfto Five-Highths for the 
Day—- Weekly Bank Statement, 


NEW YORK, May 12.—The market at the 
stock exchange today was a tame affair. 
Chicago Gas was the only feature among 
the prominent issues and rose 1% on deal- 
ings of 19,900 shares. The next active stock, 
American Sugar, figured for only 7,300 
shares. The improvement in Chicago Gas 
was due to inside buying and a belief that 
the quo warranto matter will be transferred 
to the United States courts. Sugar first ad- 
vanced %c to 106%, then declined to 105%, 
and closed at 106%, a fractional gain for the 
day. The other industrials were quiet and 
firm. The rate difficulty at the west had 
no effect for the reason that the troubles 
have reached such an acute stage that a 
change for the better cannot be far off.

New York Bank Statement. 

NEW YORK, May 12.—The New York 
Financier says this week: For the first time 
in many weeks the statement of the asso- 
ciated banks of New York shows a sub- 
Btantial decrease of the surplus reserve, 
and it also shows a decrease in the net 
cash as well as a good increase in the 
item of the ioans. In the present congest- 
ed state of the money market these are 
ell favorable symptoms. The clearing house 
banks of New York held last week a total 
reserve Of $227,481,700, which was $82,808,150 
more than the legal requirements. This 
sum was lowered during the week by §2,- 
173,575, leaving the excess of reserve $80,634,- 
675. For this enormous sum of money there 
is no use at present, and bankers have hard 
work in making call loans at 4 per cent. 
There is practically no demand for time 
money, although it can be had at a low 
rate. It is true that the loans were in- 
creased during the week by $2,523,100, but the 
general belief is that this increase is near- 
ly all due to stock exchange transactions 
and is not on account of any revival in 
ge) eral business. Money is still coming in 
frcm the interior, and the gain from this 
source was over three millions, although 
the statement shows a decrease in actual 
cash holdings of $2,065,800. This is account- 
ed for by the gold shipments of the pre- 
viceus week, which are all figured in this 
Btatément. The amount shipped was $5.- 
000,000, and during the past week $6,000,000 
more was sent out of the country, which 
will show in the statement of the coming 
week. The loss in cash as above was made 
up from a decreage in legal tenders to the 
amount of $2,434,500, and an increase in 
g@pecie to the extent of $368,800. From this 
it would appear that the export gold is 
being drawn from the tréas iry department 
and this, consulting the daily treasury 
statement, it is seen that the gold reserve 
has fallen to $92,201,675, but is in reality but 
$85,500,000, as the last shipments have not 
yet been. charged upon the books. From 
the present indications it is almost certain 
that the gcvernment will have to resort to 
another issue of bonds to keep the gold re- 
Rerve intact and if another issue of $50,000.- 
000 1s decided unon the New York banks 
can take the whole lot without inconveni- 
ence, but it is questionable if tney will do 
eo, as the treatment they have received 
from this administration has not beer such 
es to warrent them in again coming to 
tre rescue as they aid before, wher the 
tactics used in floating the bords almost 
encompassed an utter failure cf issue. It 
is more than probable that the export 
movement will continue until at least $25,-

Daily Indicator, N. Y.: “The monthly 
blast furnace report compiled by The Iron 
Age shows a heavy reduction in the output 
of the coke furnaces, as the result of the 
strike. Against ninety-two coke furnaces, 
producing 105,011 tons of pig iron weekly on 
April lst, there were only seventy-five, with 
a weekly capacity of 88,580 tons, running on 
May ist. Telegraphic advices show that 
since then seventeen furnaces, with 21,192 
ttons capacity, have been forced to close 
down, and a number of others, representing 
a tonnage of 8,900, will stop next week. 
There has been little change among the 
anthracite stacks, thirty-five, with a ca- 
pacity of 17,607 tons a week, being active 
on May ist. Only seventeen charcoal fur- 
naces were running on that date, their 
weekly capacity being 4,023 tons. It is es- 
timated that on May 9th only 104 furnaces, 
with 89,018 tons weekly capacity, were run- 
ning, against 144 furnaces, with 126,732 tons 
weekly capacity on April Ist. 

‘“ ‘The falling off in the iron output,’ says 
The Philadelphia Ledger, ‘seems almost 
balanced by a shrinkage in the demand, so 
that relatively the situation has not 
changed. Higher prices are demanded for 
all steel products, and offers are subject to 
delay from. strikes, so that there is not 
much new business. Buyers claim they can 
wait until the labor disturbance has blown 
over. If a demand should spring up-the re- 
duced stocks would soon be exhausted, but 
the demand must be the result of general 
conditions.’ ”’ 


Financial Gossip. 


A bank statement of the character of the 
one issued on yesterday by the New York 
associated binks would have been consid- 
ered an indication of business revival two 
months ago, but now, as business does 
not revive, it indicates nothing unless it be 
business stagnation, which existed under an 
increasing bank reserve just the same as 
under a decreasing reserve. 


It is stated that the increase in the loan 
item for the week just past was due to 
stock exchange transactions and not to a 
revival in general business, and yet there 
are very few stocks higher, or even as 
high, as a week ago; in fact, a majority of 
them are lower.

Henry Clews—Consumption at home and 
abroad and export to Europe will hereafter 
draw heavily against the visible, now re- 
duced to 66,000,000 bushels, against 73,000, 000 
last year. 

S. Gruner—The price of wheat is ridicu- 
lously low, but we cannot expect much as- 
sistance from Europe on the long side, as 
grain merchants and speculators have been 
seriously injured bulling cereals. Banks 
have also lost money advancing on wheat, 
and they are now extremely careful in mak- 
ing new loans. Then again, this is the only 
market that late months command a pre- 
mium, and the only European operations 
at present are selling of the late months 
here against purchases of Argentine wheat. 

W. A. Dick—Wheat is way down—no mis- 
take about that. It will go still lower, un- 
less congress does something pretty soon 
to get the country out of trouble and get 
people to working again. 

S. W. Boocock—The depression in wheat 
has had much to do with the general busi- 
ness paralysis. The price is abnormally 
low, and a recovery would seem only nat- 
ural under the circumstances. It is hard 
to bull a natural product, though, espec- 
ially when the rest of the world is able to 
compete in the production. 

David Bingham—Notwithstanding the low 
price for wheat, I see nothing in the situa- 
tion to favor an early improvement. Until 
the Argentine wheat is absorbed, which 
supply is about 8,000,000 bushels a month, 
the export demand will be very light. Eng- 
land can be independent of this market un- 
til the new crop comes in, but at the ex- 
pense of her stocks. 

H. Sommerhoff—I am bullish on wheat.

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HOW thé Ship Was Saved.

I stepped into thé Brunswick hotel in the 
East India docks for a glass of ale. It was 
in the year 1853, and a wet, hot afternoon. 
I had been on the tramp all day, making 
just three weeks of a wretched, hopeless 
hunt after a situation on shipbeard, and ev- 
ery bone in me ached with my heart. My 
precious timbers, how poor 1 was! Two 
shillings and three pence—that was all the 
money I possessed in the wide world, and 
when I hud paid for the ale, 1 was poorer 
yet by two pence.

for several months. It is a matter of great 
surprise that our southern boys who are 
noted for their athletic spirit and grit, will 
attend a college which has not enterprise 
enough to get up a good field day, or, if 
they are sent to such a school against their 
wishes, auat they do not inaugurate a field 
day and develop an athietic team. 
More Fun’Than a Bail Game. 

Who ever watched a foot race between 
eight or twelve trained runners and was not 
delighted at the pretty sight? When a run- 
ner is representing the honor of his college 
how much more interest is added to the 
race. His victory or defeat means victory 
or defeat to his two hundred college mates 
just as much as to himself. With eighteen 
events of as much interest almost as the 
hundred yards dash would there not be 
more enjoyment to the spectators than a 
baseball game or a football match? 

‘Have a Big Field Day. 

All of the colleges of the northern and 
eastern states engage in these inter-colle- 
giate contests. Why should the colleges of 
Georgia be behind? Every one admits the 
great benefits which arise from athletics, 
and what could give a greater stimulus to 
them than the contests between rival col- 
leges? 

lf a meeting is to be arranged be- 
tween the four colleges of Georgia the inau- 
ral steps should be taken at once. A com- 
mittee consisting of two of the most enter- 
prising students or each college who take 
a deep interest in athletics should be ap- 
pointed, and they should meet and perfect 
arrangements as to programme, place of 
meeting, prizes, etc. If the field days were 
held alternately in Athens, Atlanta and 
Macon the. financial success could be assur- 
ed. The annual field days at Athens are al- 
ways big successes in this way. Each col- 
lege should hold a field day of its own some 
three weeks in advance of the intercolle- 
giate meeting and select the three or four 
best men in each event to represent their 
college in the final contest. 

The Prize Cup. 


A prize cup should be offered to the col- 
lege winning the most points and the points 
are usually counted as follows: First place 
in any event, 5; second place, 2; third place, 
1. In case of tie, cup to go to one winning 
the greatest number of first prizes,
